THE PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICAN 
CONVENTION. 
NILES AND LIVSEY NOMINATED—THE INDE- 
| PENDENTS NOT HOSTILE—A PLATFORM 
WITH SOME OUTSPOKEN PLANES, 

} Harrissure, July 11.—The convention 
has had a protracted session. It met at noon, 
adjourned from 1 o'clock to 3, and by 8 o’clock 
had made a platform and selected one 
of the two candidates. A recess of an 
hour was then taken, and soon after 9 
it resumed its work, adjourning finally 
atli. The simple recital of these facts out- 
lines to some degree the history of the con- 
vention. There was nothing cut and dried as 
to candidates, and even the platform was in 
large part the production of the Committee 
on Resolutions, It seems somewhat odd to 
see a Pennsylvania Republican convention 
neither “set up” so completely as to its 
nominations as to make opposition to the 
slate futile mor engaged, as the alterna- 
tive of this, in a factional contest of 
the machine and anti-machine elements. This 
convention, not an ideal one by any means, 
nor one completely representative of the 
party, nor one containing many of its strong 
und intellectual men, was yet, in important 
respects, a body indicating a return of healthy 
life to Pennsylvania Republicanism, because 
it had force, vitality, thought, and independ- 
ence within itself. 

Chairman Cooper brought the convention 
to order and set the preliminaries going. Gen. 
Todd, of Cumberiand County, one of the vet- 
erans of the party, though not conspicuous in 
recent years, was called to the chair as tem- 
porary Chairman. He made no speech, but 
proceeded to business. An hour or less suf- 
ficed for the appointment of the two essential 
committees—on permanent organization and 
resolutions, and then the recess was taken. 
On reassembling, at 3, the Organization Com- 


mittee reported John Cessna for permanent 
Chairman, and the hard-headed, indefatigable 
ole campaigner made a rattling little speech, 
full of points to stir the enthusiasm of his 
own party and give the opposition something 
to “‘chaw on.” The Committee on Resolu- 
tions was calied for, but was not ready. Time 
Was consumed in several details of busi- 
ness, including the appointment of the 
State Committee for the coming year, in the 
course of which procedure Gen. Frank Reed- 
er, of Easton, pointedly called attention to 
the fact that, by force of old usage, certain 
counties had more members than they were 
properly entitled to. Upon his motion the 
next Chairman of the committee was directed 
to examine into this and drop the names 
that were in excess, under the rules. 
This was looking in the right direc- 
tion. The inspection, however, should 
be more radical. The State Committee 
bas beeu for years a body of little concern; in 
some campaigns it has not even been called to- 
gether. The Chairman who was created by 
force of the same edict which arranged the 
ticket nas been the commitee, and it has been 
assembled only as a matter of form, and 
usually to second conclusions already ar- 
rived at. 

The Committee on Resolutions, after the 
convention bad heard a good deal of music’ 
from the band in the gallery and quite as 
mach debate and disputation over motions in- 
tended to faciliiate business, bus which were 
used to kill time, came in, and Harry White 
gave his round tones and superior manner to 
se reading of the platform, which is as fol- 
OWS: 


The Republican Party of Pennsylvania makes 
declaration of its principles as follows: 

I. We ungualifiedly approve and demand the 
continuance of that system of protection to home 
industry. which has proved itself to be the basis of 
nationa) independence, the incentive to industrial 
skill and development, and the cuarantee of a just 
and adequate scale of waves for labor, and we de- 
nounce ail attempts to reduce the rates of the tariff 
— the level which will accomplish these ob- 

ects. 

IL That any surplus in the public Treasury aris- 
log from a readuudant revenue shou'd, after pay- 
ing the national debt as fast as its condition per- 
mits, be distributed from time to time by the sev- 
eral States upon the basis of population, to relieve 
them from the burdens of local taxation und pro- 
Vide means for the education of their people. 

1II. That as the depreciated trade dol'ar is large- 
ly in the hands of our laboring people and is a dis. 
turbing element in the business of the country, we 
declare it to be the duty of Congress to adopt such 
lezi-lation as will insure its full redemption and 
conversion into other coin for c rculation. 

1V. That we protest against the practice of for- 
eign Governments in aiding or enforcing the emi- 
gration of their pauper and crimina! classes to this 
couvtry, and we cali upon the general Government 
to take proper steps to prevent the same. 

Y. The Kepublicans of Pennsylvania most heart- 
fly indorse the wise and conservative Administra- 
tion of President Arthur, and believe that his ad- 
ministrative policy has, under tbe circumstances, 
dope much to secure the present happy and pros- 
perous vondition of the country, and thus we rec- 
ognize in bim a faithful and worthy successor to 
our lamented martyr President James A. Garfield. 

Vi. We heartily approve of the provision made 
by the Republicans in Congress for giving the 
patriot soldiers of the late war a preference, ac- 
cording to qualifications, for positions under the 
Government. The soldiers and sailors, their 
widows and orphans. have a first claim o2 the care, 
protection, and gratitude of the American people. 

VIL We commend every effort to inaugurate 
thorough and correct civil service reform in all the 
ar of the national and State Administra- 

ons, 

ViIL We require that all offices bestowed witnin 
the party shall be upon the sole basis of fitness; 
that competent and faithful officers shall not be 
removed except for cause, and that the ascertained 
popular will shall be faithfully carried out by those 
holding office by the favor of the party. 

1X. That the Republican Party is unequivocally 
committed to an economical administration of the 
aflairs of the Commonwealth; the abolition of all 
taxes not required for necessities of the State Gov- 
®rnment; that all laws to prevent fraud and waste 
should be rigidly enforced and faithtul care given 
to the multifarious interests intrusted to the exec- 
utive depariments of the Government. 

X. That the Republican Party of Pennsylvania 
hereby pledges itself to secure the passage of such 
legisiation as will tend to the reform of the Gov- 
er; ment of the State and municipalities, and more 
particularly pledges itself to provide for cities such 
reform charters as will correct existing abuses and 
promote good and economical Government. 

XI.—That the Democratic Party in the Legisla- 
ture of Pennsylvania is responsible for reterding 
the legitimate and necessary business of the Legis- 
lature, causing the calling of an extra session at an 
expense of more than $200,000, and preventing a 
fair and just apportionment of the State into Con- 
gressional, Levislative, and Judicial districts. and 
we hereby heartily commena the action of the Re- 
publican Senate on these measures. 

Whereas, Itis the sense of the convention that 
the freest and fullest expression of Republican 
sentiment should be encouraged and sought in the 
primary meetings, which are the fountain of party 
action and source of popular rule, and that this ob- 
ject will be promoted by holding the primaries for 
the electionof delegates to State Conventions 
throughout the State,as far as practicable, on 
some conrenient day not remote from the con- 
vention; therefore, 

ezoived, Vhat the State Committee be instruct- 
ed to :nouire intothe expediency of fixing a uni- 
form day throughout the State for the holding of 
primaries for the election of delegates to the State 
Conventions. 

The tariff plank and others were cheered. 
It was noticed, of course, that the protection- 
ists bai looked with favor on Mr. Barker's 
earnestly urged measure on maintaining the 
tariff and not abolishing the whisky tax, 
and of boldly proposing to use the sur- 
pluz in tbe relief of State burdens. 
On the whole, the platform was heard 
with favor. Mr. Hensel, the Chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee, who sat on 
the platform among the journalistic corps, 
said this would be a load for the Republicans 

to carry, but those near him defied him to 
— out what other course to addpt, unless 

¢ meant to release whisky from taxation or 

reduce unjust duties below the protective 
level His attention was called to the 
fact that the distribution in Jack- 
bon’s time was proposed by Dick- 
erson, & Democrat, and indorsed by 
along list of Democratic leaders, including 
even Calloun, As tothis plank in the plat- 
form, it will undoubtedly beget argument, and 
it is more than likely to be hotly debated in 
the canvass, The disposition of many who 
discussed the subject to-day was to repeal the 
taxa*ion on tobacco entirely, and to provide 
that the surplus given to the States should be 
ased only for educational purposes, The reso- 
lutions having been read, were adopted with- 
but dissent. Nobody proposed to add, strike, 


or amend; nobody voted against them. They 
were cheered, and the convention took up the 
nomination of the ticket. 

There came at this point an interesting little 
skirmish, The friends of Passmore had decided 
for some reason that they would make — 
by having the Treasurer contest settled first. 
In the higgling and haggling during the wait 
for the platform this bad been a question, but 
no decision was then reached. It now came 
up and had to be definitely met. The Pass- 
more men were solidly for taking up the 
State Treasurer first. Most of the friends 
of the other candidates wero op to 
it. Some of them, however, including 
the supporters of Bunnell, of Wyoming 
County, favored the measure, because they 
were friendly to the nomination of Niles for 
Auditor-General and could not help him while 
the Treasurership with their local candidates’ 
interests remained in question. It therefore 
resulted that the motion to nominate a Treas- 
urer first prevailed by a pretty close vote, and 
the I’assmore men, led by Col. Quay and Sam 
Losch, of Schuylkill, greeted this with cheers, 
as indicating the strength of their column, 
The first ballot, however, showed that Pass- 
more’s strength was far below that in favor of 
the motion just adopted. He had 72 votes, 
and this was evidently too little to grow into a 
majority. The other nine candidates divided 
the vote among themselves, several having in 
the neighborhood of 30. The convention, 
therefore, settled down to work. It was evi- 
dent that several ballots would be needed. 
The calling of the roll is no light matter, 
and it was completed the sixth time before a 
result was reached. It became plain that the 
candidates who might win were only two— 
Hulings, of Venango, and Livsey, of Alle- 
gheny. Gradually the latter drew abead, and 
during the fifth ballot there was an effort to 
stampede the convention and nominate him 
by acclamation. This did not prevail. Col. 
Quay, finding Passmore no longer a possible 
success, bad turned over to Hulings, and there 
was considerable movement in his direction. 
But the drift to Livsey was greater, and the 
last ballot showed 140 votes for him to 73 for 
Hulings. 

The ballots for Auditor General began when 
the session was resumed at 9 o’clock. The first 
showed Niles leading, as had been expected, 
but there was a stronger following for Grime- 
son and Vanderslice than had been set down 
in the estimates. It required five ballots to 
bring this contest toa close, the last giving 
Niles 157 and Grimeson 86, Practically no other 
result than this had been within the range of 

olitical possibilities, as the selection of 

jvsey, a stanch adherent of the old man- 
agers, made it absolutely necessary to give the 
head of the ticket some other material than 
Grimeson, and neither Potts nor Vanderslice 
had shown themselves to have an increasing 
strength. But Niles was op by some 
delegates sincerely, because they fancied, as 
was suggested last night, that he had been 
**slated,’”’ and the spectacle was presented of 
about half a score of Independents of last year 
actually helping the Grimeson movement. 
“Well,” said Chairmau Cedper, “‘this is @ 
people’s convention, you see.” 

On the whole, the convention has dune very 
well. There will be no factional opposition to 
either candidate, and there is now no reasona- 
ble doubt that the vote which was withdrawn 
last year and cast for the Independent tickes 
will be united solidly with the mass 
of the party in November. Mr. Niles 
will be struck at, possibly, by some ex- 
treme Stalwarts on account of his course as 
a Grow man in 1881, and Livsey may lose 
something because of his close association in 
business with Magee. But there is no serious 
danger in either of these directions, if the 
party movements are now fairly and discreetly 
directed. 

Mr. Niles is a strong, sound, upright, and 
able man, well worthy the hearty support 
of every real Republican. He has more 
kindness of heart and less forcefulness 
than goes to the composition of a *‘ leader of 
leaders,” as Mr. Ingersoll would say, but he 
has the qualities and abilities ®to draw the 

rty solidly around him and make a success- 
ul canvass. Heis a good speaker and a pop- 
ular canvasser. 

Mr. Livsey will do very well. He knows 
the duties of Treasurer perfectly; he is a 
trained and experienced business man; hesaw 
service in the Union Army and he enjoys the 
reputation of being a straightforward and 
honest man. 

The conduct of the campaign will be, as 
usual, substantially in the hands of the Chair- 
man of the State Committee. No action was 
taken as to a selection for this work, but it 
will be fer the candidates and permanent 
Chairman of the convention, Mr. Cessna, to 
designate the man. The business is not with- 
out its embarrassments. Mr. Cooper wants to 
bold on another year. He had a hard fight in 
1881, when Mr. Wolfe’s candidacy nearly 
defeated Gen. Bailey, and he fell — 
much harder and worse times last 
year. Cooper is a _ hopeful, persistent 
man, who never acknowledges defeat, and he 
insists that he should now have a chance to 
run a Campaign when there is a united party. 
What the decision will be will appear a little 
later. There have been some strong expres- 
sions of objections to Mr. Coorer’s con- 
tinuance, though they are somewhat modi- 
fied in force by the consideration that the 
new rules of the party, requiring the election 
of delegates to the National Convention by 
districts, except the four at large, make the 
State Convention of next year of very much 
less importance than ihat so hotly contested 
in 1880. It is judicious, therefore, to leave 
the subject at this point for the present, be- 
ing content with the general fact that so far 
all the conditions favor a united and success- 
ful Republican Party in Pennsylvania this 
year.

PHILADELPHIA, July 11.—The Times to- 
morrow will say, editorially: 

“The Republican State Convention did a very 
good day’s work, all things considered. It was 
strongly beset by faction, ambition, and individual 
interest, but it held its own couregeousiy 
and nominated a ticket that is not only 
negatively respectable. but positively cred- 
itable, and in all respects deserving the 
confidence of the party and the State. Mr. 
Jerome B. Niles, the nominee for Auditor-Gen- 
eral, is the abiest of the Kepubliean legislators of 
the House, uusullied in integrity and eminent in 
fitness for the responsible office. He is a man 
of decided and consistent independent faith and 
action in politics. He is not a fierce kicker, nor a 
blatant bolter, but he iead the Independent re- 
volt on the Senatorial issue of 1881, and has 
been a manly foe of machine methods, 
although he has never opposed the regular State 
ticket. His nomination is a just tribute to the 
Independent sentiment that seeks to make the 
Republican Party worthy of its great achieve- 
ments, and his nomination will dorbtiless re- 
unite the party in the revolutionary North 
and quiet grave doubts and fears in every 
part of the State. Mr. William Livsey, the nomi- 
nee for State Treasurer, is a gentieman of estima- 
ble character. 4 trained financial officer, and com- 
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ratively unknown in political circles because he 
as uniformly attended to business rather than to

GEN. WEAVER’S GREENBACKERS. « 

THEY NOMINATE HIM FOR GOVERNOR AND 
DECLARE FOR PROHIBITION. 

Des Mornes, July 11.—As usual, the 
Greenbackers to-day devoted much more time 
to speeches than to business, and the con- 
vention narrowly escaped a night session. 
As predicted yesterday, there was much 
said regarding the temperance plank, and 
the teeling was further intensified by the 
placing of both Messrs. Weaver and Weller on 
the Resolutions Committee. Gen. Weaver's 
ancient prestige overcame Calamity Weller, 
and a resolution declaring for prohibition and 
censuring Gov. Sherman for its defeat per- 
ished amid a war of words, although the 


house was only two-thirds full. Mr. Weller 
offered a resolution as a substitute, but the 
clamor was so great that its purport remains 
unknown. Weaver had capt the conven- 
tion and shaped ite policy. ' 

The platform adopted demands the abolition 
of all banks of issue and the substitution of 
legal-tender Treasury notes in lieu of bank 
currency, the volume to be regulated 
by Congress; favors an _ unrestricted 
coinage of - gold and _- silver; opposes 
refunding the interest-bearing Govern- 
ment debt, and demands that it be paid as 
rapidly as possible; demands a graduated in- 
come tax; declares that all men have a 
sacred right to a portion of the soil, and de- 
mands a declaration of forfeiture, of all 
unearned grants of land to corporations 
and that all public lands be held for actual 
settlers; asks for an amendment of the patent 
laws to protect inventors and prevent 
the formation of monopolies; favors 
civil . service reform and _ the _ elec- 
tion of the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent by a direct vote; favors a low tariff and 
a revision of the present tariff in the interest 
of labor, not in the interest of monopolies; 
demands the passage ot laws regulating rail- 
way and telegraph charges and the establish- 
ment of a postal telegraph system, 

The Hon. J. Bb. Weaver was nominated for 
Governor, Sanford Kirkpatrick, of Wapella, 
for Lieutenant-Governor; D. W. Church, of 
Adair, for Supreme Judge, and Miss Abbie O. 
Canfield, of Des Moines, for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 

Mr. Weller started home to-night, nursing 
his wrath to keepit warm. He owes his seat 
in Congress to Democratic votes, and his con- 
duct so far indicates that he means to keep 
faith with the Democrats. Every county in 
his district may now be counted on,to send a 
Democrat to the Legislature. Itis practically 
the division of the Greenback Party in Iowa. 
Weaver will hardly poll over 25,000 votes, and 
the other 5,000 will doubtless go to Kinne, a 
fresh contingent in the battle. Weaver will 
of course make an active campaign, and 
will do his best to force fusion on legis- 
lative candidates wherever possible. e- 
garding the candidate for Supreme Judge 
it is positively stated that to-day’s 
nominee will withdraw, and from his sur- 
roundings it may be assumed that he will do 
so as a Prohibitionist to insure the election of 
Judge Reed, Prohibitionist. The Greenbackers 
will certainly vote for Reed in preference to 
Hays, if left without a candidate. lowa is 
certainly becoming disintegrated politically.

BESIEGED IN HIS OFFICE. 
WHICH JUDGE HOADLY IS 
FORCED TO PAY TRIBUTE. « 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 11.—Judge 
Hoadly is finding that the path trodden by the 
office-seeker is not one of roses and cool 
shadows, A gentleman recently from Cincin- 
nati gave some of the Judge’s experiences. 
Said he: “I had occasion to call at Hoadly’s 
law office several mornings ago to see him on 
legal business. It wasearly in the forenoon 
and he had not arrived, yet at that early hour 
the reception-room held over a dozen hard-look- 
ing cases whose object onecould see at a glance 
was of the political cash order. I sat down 


and waited. When Hoadly came in he looked 
neither to the right nor the left, but made 
straight for his inner office and closed the 
door. I waited a while, and, on sending in 
my card, was admitted. Hoadly apologized 
for not seeing me as he came in, but added 
that he was so pestered and hounded all day 
that be did not know whick way to turn. 
‘They come in gangs in the morning,’ he saia, 
‘and they keep coming all day. Some of 
those that I will not see hang around for 
hours and only go away to come back on the 
morrow, I tell you,’ he added with vehe- 
mence, ‘this affair costs money. The nomina- 
tion cost me fully $50,000, a half of which was 
spent in Cincinnati the night of the primaries. 
Some of the men we had secured were bought 
square away from us and we had to go in and 
buy them back again—three or four times in 
certain instances.’ ” 

The Judge, in further conversation, said 
that he had made a mistake in his remarks 
touching a ‘‘new Democracy.” and that he 
should take occasion to correct the impression 
in his Hamilton speech—which he did with 
somewhat indifferent success.

AN ENGINEER'S FATAL NEGLECT. 

JAMESTOWN, July 11.—George W. Gates, 
conducter, and M, D. Colby, brakeman of a Buf- 
faloand Soutb-western freight train, were killed 
near Jamestown early this morning ina collision 
between their train and a special owned by the 
Dunkirk, Allegany Valleyand Pittsburg. and filled 
with 75 Masons from Titusville who had been at- 
tending a Masonic festival at Jamestown and were 
on their way home. No one besides Gates and 
Colby were seriously hurt. The engines wore 
wrecked. The collision was caused by Gates neg- 
lecting to obey train orders. The excursion party 
gave the engineer of their train $100for his bravery 
in remaining on the engine until it had nearly 
stopped and thereby preventing a terrible ca- 
lamity.

A REVIVAL OF KUKLUXISM 


TERRORISM AND MURDER IN MARI- 
ON COUNTY, TEXAS. 

THE MURDER OF JUDGE HAUGHN PROMPTED 
BY POLITICAL MOTIVES—COURTS AND 
PUBLIC OFFICERS DEFIED. 

Wasuinoton, July 11.—The Kuklux 
spirit has been revived and isin control in 

Marion County, Texas, and the representatives 

of the United States are powerless and unpro- 

tected against a mob rule that has manifested 
itself in a murder which recalls the worst 
crimes of the old Kuklux of the Carolinas. 

On Monday, July 2, Mr. Charles Haughn, ex- 

County Judge of Marion County, was in Jef- 

ferson, the county seat, to attend court. For 

some reason Judge Mosely, the County Judge, 
prolonged the session of the court into the 
night, and as Mr. Haughn had a case 
coming on he remained to attend to 
it. When the court adjourned he 
mounted his horse and rode homeward, his 
house being about a mile out of town. Mrs. 

Haughn found her husband’s horse at her door, 

riderless, about 10:30 o’elock. Hearing the 

horse outside the house, she inquired of a 

negro boy where Mr. Haughn was. The boy 

answered that ke did not know, but that a 

man, apparently drunk, was lying in the road 

a short distance from the house. Mrs. Haughn 

went out with the boy and found her husband 

dead in.the road. He had been sbot, receiving 
one ball in the right breast and one in the 
heart. A load of buckshot had also been 
discharged through his clothing, passing across 
his breast. The horse he rode had its head 
sprinkled with buchshot. A Coroner’s jury 
was impaneled next day, and found that a 


negro named Ben Washington had found the 
body ; that several witnesses heard shots fired, 
but regarded that as a common occurrence at 
night in the neighborhood; that tracks of large 
shoes were found in the neighborhood of the 
scene of the murder, and that the persons who 
committed the murder were unknown. The 
only full reports of the murder and the inquest 
appear to have been furnished by persons ter- 
rorized by orin league with the enemies of the 
United States Government officers. One ac- 
count, it 1s asserted by a man who ought 
to know, was written from Jefferson, by C. A. 
Culberson, son of Congressman Culberson, and 
sent to the Galveston News, In this account 
and one other sent out the assassination is at- 
tributed to different causes. In Mr. Culber- 
son’s eccount Mr. Haughn’s death is attributed 
to the position he assumed toward two negroes 
who were hanged for criminal assault, and 
also because cf an alleged wrong done by 
Haughn to the daughter of a negro. The 
second account attributed the assassination 
solely, to a desire by a negro to be avenged 
upon Judge Haughn for the wrong 
said to have been perpetrated on _ his 
daugbter. The Department of Justice 
has been’ waitin since July 3. for 
information about this assassination, and has 
received only brief dispatches, which, how- 
ever, served to show that a state of lawiess- 
ness exists in Jefferson and in Marion County, 
and that the causes given for Haughn’s killing 
were false, and were furnished by the same 
people who instigated the murder and have 
since terrorized the wife of the dead man and 
forced from hera statement which was not 
true. 

A letter received here from the neighbor- 
hood of the place in which the murder 
was committed, written by a gentleman well 
known to bea person of integrity, gives the 
above reasons for the crime anda picture of the 
straits in which the United States officers are 
placed. The writer asks that his communica- 
tion be treated as strictly confidential for pru- 
dential reasons. C.ippings from local papers 
are inclosed, giving substantially correct ac- 
counts of the murder, but these accounts are 
pronounced by the writer to be false in regard 
to the reasons assigned for the assassination. 
The writer expresses the opinion that the per- 
sons who killed Haugbn will probably never be 
discovered, as the murderers are too ingenious 
to suffer discovery. It is his belief, however, and 
he is morally certain about it, that it was for 
the sole purpose of depriving the Government 
of the benefit of Judze Haughn’s testimony 
upon the trial in the United States Court of 
the Marion County election cases, and that the 
men who comnitted the murder were some of 
the mst ‘‘respectable” citizens of Marion 
County, now under criminu] accusations for 
violating the election laws of the United 
States. In spite of the statements made in 
the press to the contrary, the writer insists 
that this is the fact. Those who know about 
the matter have too much regard for their 
own lives to tell whatthey know. As to that 
part of the newspaper story coming from 
Texas which states that Judge Haughn’s 
widow gives peculiar reasons for her hus- 


» band’s assassination, the writer says that if a 


ublic sentiment can be appreciated which 


-forces a widow, even in the fresnness of her 


bereavement, to slander the memory of her 
husband in order to save herself from 
murder, the state of feeling can be im- 
agined which prompted Mrs. Hanghn to make 
the statement. The writer asserts that he 
knows this to be Mrs. Haughn’s reason for 
making the statement attributed to her by the 
press. If he were to write volumes, he says, 
he could not make any person understand the 
state of feeling in Marion County. Missis- 
sippi, the Carolinas, Louisiana, and other 
homes of the ballot-box stuffers and ku-klux 
all put together ‘‘ would not come with- 
in a thousand miles of being as hard 
and God-forsaken places as Marion 
County, ‘Texas, all of whose _ inhab- 
itants are highly respectable.” The county 
is given over to a condition of legalized law- 
lessness, the Sheriff, clerks of courts, and the 
Deputy Sheriffs, and other ‘‘ respectable” citi- 
zens having formed themselves into a so-called 
Citizens’ Committee, who meet at stated in- 
tervals and decide who is to be sacrificed. At 
their last meeting Haughn’s death, as a politi- 
cal necessity, was determined upon and he 
was killed for the reasons given by the writer. 
United States District Attorney Edward Guthb- 
ridge is the next victim marked for secret as- 
sassination. That Guthridge has not yet 
been murdered can only be attributed 
to the fact that he does not live 
in the town, and has kept out of the way. As 
soon as the *‘respectable citizens’? of Marion 
have murdered Guthridge, it is expected that 
the Marion County election cases will be tried 
by some one who knows nothing about them, 
and the chances will be that the offenders—all 
“*respectabld citizens’’—will be vindicated. 
Republican papers and officials are too 
credulous or cowardly to say a word. ‘The 
irony of assassination was exhibited in 
Haugh’s case by summoning one of the so- 
called Citizens’ Committee, a man named Shep 
Hayward, indicted in the United States Court 
for ballot-box stuffing, to serve on the Cor- 
oner’s jury. 

The writer of this account of Judge 
Hauchn’s assassination says that like a great 
many misguided persons Mr. Haughn, who 
had served in the United States Army, settled 
in Texas at the close of the war, laboring 
under the delusion that the Government he 
periled his life tosave was something more 
than a bureau for the distribution of official 
patronage. Outside of bis zeal for the Repub- 
lican Party he possessed traits of character as 
an individual that made him esteemed, his 
only offense consisting in his belonging to that 
much abused and slandered class of people, 
denounced alike by Republicans and Lemo- 
crats North and South as ‘‘carpet-bag- 
gers.” He was of great service in 
furnishing tothe United States District At- 
torney the data upon which to institute the 
prosecutions in the Marion County election 
cases. The defendants in those cases knew 
that Haughn knew they were guilty, and for 
this reason, and for the purpose of terrifying 
the United States authorities from holding 
any more courts at Jefferson, he was killed. 
Were the facts connected with the murder 
known it is duubtful if anything could be 
done, as no jury couid be found in the county 
that would convict any one for killing Haughn 
or any other Republican. The United States 
appears to be powerless to protect its own 
officers or to punish the assassins. 

The statements in the hostile papers that 
Haughn was killed by a negro for an alleged 
offense against a girl or in consequence of his 
action in the case of two negroes hanged for 
criminal assault the writer asserts to be false. 
He says he was killed { r political reasons. and 


that be hopes to be able to show that to be the 
case, At Lerma he believes if would be un- 
wise to hold any public investigation, as the 
witnesses who know who killed Haughn would 
be afraid to tell what they know, as it would 
be unsafe for them to do so. 

The writer says that when District Attorney 
Guthridge arrived in Jetferson on July 4 or 5 
he was advised by well-intormed friends that 
it would be unsafe for him to remain there, 
and that he felt it prudent to leave the town 
as soon as he decently could. There is a reign 
of terror in Marion County, madeall the more 
dangerous because the officers of tbe law 
head the movement. No one feels safe, 
and people who do not indorse the 
leaders of the ‘Citizens’ Party” are 
afraid either to speak theirown sentiments 
or to differ with the murderers and ballot-box 
stuffers. Mr. C. A. Culberson, who wrote the 
story of the murder for the Galveston News, 
is not only a son of the Congressman, but is 
one of the counsel for the defendants in the 
Marion County cases, ‘The writer suspects 
that he is interested in forming public opinion. 
The extra session of the court which Judge 
Haughn staid in Jefferson to attend was held 
purposely to keep Haughn until a late hour, and 
thus give his assassins time and opportunity to 
secrete themselves where they killed him. The 
Hon. Amos Morrill, United States District 
Judge at Jefferson, has said that he would 
hold no more courts at Jefferson. This is pre- 
cisely what the defendants in the Marion 
County election cases have sought to bring 
about. The writer of the letter quoted says 
itis the purpose of thes assassins to prevent 
the holding of court at Jefferson until the wit- 
nesses are either killed, have died natu- 
ral deaths, or been scattered. It is his 
opinion that they ought to be tried and 
disposed of, and he wants to know 
whether the Government will see all 
the laws openly violated without making an 
effort to punish the guilty persons. Thelonger 
the cases are kept undetermined the longer 
will murders and outrages be perpetrated in 
order to destroy testimony. ‘he fear is ex- 
pressed that Judge Morrill, who is now in 
California, will not return in September. 

So far as the election cases are concerned, 
the writer expresses the opinion that no court 
can be held for their trial unless it can be well 
protected, and no protection will avail any- 
thing except the presence of a sufficient num- 
ber of United States troops to guard the court 
and insure atrial. The defendants are -deter- 
mined not to be tried, if they have to ‘‘dyna- 
mite the Court-house” to prevent it. They are 
going into the court armed in sufficient num- 
bers to overpower any force of Marshals 
that can beprovided. In the event of their 
conviction they openly declare their intention 
of killing the courtand all connected with it. 
He repeats that nothing but the presence of 
troops and plenty of them can ever insure a 
trial of the election cases. The writer then 
says that the feeling in Jefferson is that if Dis- 
trict Attorney Gutheridge should go there to 
prepare the cases he wouid be killed. 

It is learned at the Department of Justice 
that W. E. Singleton, Clerk of the United 
States District and Circuit Courts for the 
Eastern District of Texas, is alarmed at the 
condition of things at Jefferson: that he is ap- 
prehensive that violent means will be used to 
prevent a session of the court, and he has re- 
moved the papers in the election cases under 
threats made to capture them. From private 
sources it is learned that Louis S. Schluter, 
County Clerk of Marion County, is suspected 
of complicity in Haughn’s murder. Another 
writer. who is greatly alarmed, writes to the 
Attorney-General to-day: ‘“‘For God Al- 
mighty’s sake do something to help us if you 
can.”

EVANS’S LATEST CAPER, 
HE DEFENDS HORTON’S CHARACTER BUT 
DEMANDS HIS RESIGNATION. 

Wasnineton, July 11.—-Commissioner 
Evans succumbs, not gracefully, but unwill- 
ingly, to save the Administration from embar- 
rassment, and determines to return Mr. 
C. M. Horton to private life, instead 
of retaining him in the  employ- 
ment of the Revenue Bureau. Mr. Evans 
still refuses to give the press access 
to the report of Collector Slack in the Horton 
case, or to answer any questions in regard to 
it. Upon the arrival of Tae Trmss’s special 
dispatch of last night giving some of the sali- 
ent points of the report, he immediately 
issued an order to the heads of divisions 


that hereafter no information is to be 
furnished the press without first submitting it 
tohim. He then devoted himself to the prep- 
aration of a brief on the Horton case, which 
he has this evening furnished to two press as- 
sociations. It does not quote the language vf 
the Slack report, and what is worse, it does not 
give an accurate representation of those parts 
to which 1t does refer. Further than this, it 
carefully witbholds some of the strong points 
against Horton and inserts statements de- 
signed to break their force inadvance. It isin 
many respects the most remarkable commu- 
nication’ yet furnished to the press by 
an official of his rank. It argues Mr. Horton’s 
innocence from first to last, and yet declares 
that the moment the Commissioner read the 
Slack report he demanded Mr. Horton’s resig- 
nation. In addition, the forced resignation 
of an innocent man is asked in order to 
saved the Administration from embarrassment. 
The embarrassment of the Administration, 
which is several times referred to, will] just be- 
gin when the President sees Mr. Evans’s paper 
in print. As the position held by Mr. Horton 
is not an appointment but an employment 
solely under the authority of the Commission- 
er, and one over which neither the Secretary 
of the Treasury nor the President has by law 
any control, the embarrassment of the Ad- 
ministration will probably begin wnen it finds 
Mr. Evans furnishing the prezs with such a 
paper as that prepared to-day. 

As an evidence of the false impression 
sought to be created by tbis document, it says 
of the Slack report that ‘it was found to set 
forth as a conciusion that the evidence failed to 
connect Mr. Horton with the receipt of the $500 

aid by Mr. Carter.” ‘The report shows that 
Mr. Carter did exactly what he charged in his 
letter to the President, that is to say, he did 
pay $500 to a friend of Mr. Horton, with 
whom Horton called at Carter's store, and 
with whom Horton consulted while they 
were in the store, Horton remaining in the 
store till after the money was paid, and 
after the payment the so-called seizure of the 
stock was declared at an end. This is a 
fair illustration of the character of Mr. 
Evans’s brief. While not specially impor- 
tant, except as an indication of the 
carelessness of Mr. Evans’s statements, it 
is not correct to say that Collector 
Slack’s report remained unopened here during 
the Commissiouer’s absence. As a matter of 
fact it was not only opened in his office 
here, but a synopsis was _ telegraphed 
to him, and its points also became 
known to others outside of the Bureau 
of Internai Ravenue. The Commissioner 
turns off with 10 mild lines what are known 
to be very grave charges by several reputable 
Boston fisms, one of them being that $300 was 
paid personally to Horton to prevent a threat: 
ened seizure. From his frequent requests to 
Mr. Horton to resign, it is evident either 
that Mr. Evans does not know he holds no ap- 
pointment that calls for a resignation, or that 
he thinks the public does not know it. Under 
the law Mr. Hortonis simply employed by Mr. 
Evans by the day. Mr. Horton may find it 
dificult to understand why, if he _ is 
innocent, as Mr. Evans argues, it should be 
due to the Administration and due to Mr. 
Evans that he should step out, and how the 
retention of aman so freshly and fully vin- 
dicated could create an embarrassment that 
would call for relief; ana yet Mr. Evans pre- 
sents the case in that light. 

It is at least significant to know from Mr. 
Evaus himself that no weight was attached to 
the charges made to Collector Slack by repu- 
table firms to which he had been referred as 
having personal knowledge of Mr. Horton’s 
irregularities. The reason for withhold- 
ing Collector Slack’s report, while  fur- 
nishing a misleading brief based upon 
it, is inadvertently stated in the close 
of Mr. Evans’s article, and appears to be 
that the expected r signation of Mr. Horton 
would make it unnecessary to spread the scan- 
dal before the country to the confusion of the 
officer who appointed him in place of a faith- 
ful and efficient revenue agent.

FOUND DEAD IN 1HE WOODS. 


A HEBREW ABOUT TO BE DIVORCED DISCOV- 
ERED WITH HIS THROAT CUT. 

Norwicu, Conn., July 11.—County Coroner 
A. F. Park was summoned at 9 o’clock this even- 
ing to Oakdale, a manufacturing village, midway 
between here and New-London. on the west bank 
of the Thames, to investigate the reported murder 
of Moses Sadock, a Russian Jew, aged 24, who, the 
telephone said, was found in a piece of woods by 
8 brook, lying on his back, with a fish-pole across 
him, and his throat cut from eartoear. He was 
quite dead when found. This is all the detail of 
the killing that can be obtained at this late 


hour. Sadock has been at Oakdale about 
a year, employed in Palmer Brothers’ feather 
factory, and was an esteemed operative. He came 
from Lomkon. in Russia. He was asmart appear- 
ing young Man, and was well liked in the viilage. 
About four months since ne went to New-York, 
where he wooed and wedded Mary Petreekowsky, 
a Jewess,a handsome girl only 15 years of age. 
The young couple returned to Oakdale and have 
since lived in harpiness until two weeks or more 
aco, when the girl-wife discovered letters in 
ber husband's effects purporting to eome from 
another wite and dated at Lomkon. The mis- 
sives were full of love, spoke of Sadock 
as the writer’s husband and abounded with talk 
regarding his future prospects. The girl bride 
charged her youthful husbana with being an adul- 
terer. Amid astorm of tears and sobs he denied 
that the letters were from any former wife, said he 
never was married before, and defied her to prove 
her charge against him. There was a stormy scene, 
quarrel after quarrel followed, the result of which 
was that Mrs. Sadock No, 2calied upon Judge Wil- 
liam H. Shields, of this citv, for advice, and he vis- 
ited the unhappy couple vesterday. 

The girl absolutely refused to live longer with 
her alleged faithless husband, and Judge Shieids 
counseled herto institute divorce proceedings. 
Sadock appeared cool and unconcerned about the 
whole matter. He denied everything and said he 
would agree toany arrangement she wisned to 
make. Judge Shields at once bad papers served 
upon him claiming an absolute divorce by his 
wife, and it was further agreed that the twain 
should repair this morning to the Jewish rabbi at 
New-London to procure in addition a divorce in 
accordance with the requirements of their re- 
ligious belief. She was then to go to New- 
York to begin life over again. Ths morn- 
ing she made ready for the journey, when 
all at once Sadock was found to be missing. She 
waited hour after hour for him, and at length a 
search was instituted. As the hours passed an 
alarm was sent out, and soon s-veral hundred mill 
hands and farmers were beating the bush in search 
forhim. Every section of the country was gone 
over unsuccessfully until about 7 o'clock this eren- 
ing, when a barefoot boy came near stumbling 
over Sadock’s corpse. The village to-night is wild 
with excitement and the cry of murder is general. 
Judge Shields thoucbt it probable that Sadock killed 
himself through grief at the turn affairs had taken, 
although be did not act yesterdays though he 
contemplated suicide. Oakdale is 14 miles from

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 


POSTMASTER CLINGAN, OF POLK CITY, 
KILLED BY UNKNOWN MEN. 

Drs Moines, Iowa, July 11.—A strange as- 
sassination took place at Polk City last night, Mr. 
R. L. Clingan, the Postmaster, being murdered in 
his own store by one of two men who approached 
him. One said, “*Good evening, gentlemen,” and 
fired his revolver. The shot was fired from the 
door, the murderer standing just without. Mr. 
Clingan stood about half way back just within the 
centre, which is divided by a passage way. D.C. 
Hanger, who clerks in Mr, Ciingan’s store, was 
several feet from the door, and had just removed 
the cash for the purpose of taking out the money. 
His dodging behind the counter was probably al! 
that saved his life. The assassins made no effort 
to secure any money, but on the contrary precipi- 
tately fled when the shot was fired. Clingan must 
have noticed their revolver as they spoke, for he 
drew his weapon, but before he could raise it he 
fell lifelesa behind the counter. The alarm was in- 
stantly sounded, but the night was dark, and 
though the footsteps of the retracing villains could 
be heard several blocks away they were not seen 
after getting 20 steps from the store. They ranina 
north-western direction. 

The inquest was held on the body of the mur- 
dered man soon after the deed wasdone. It was 
discovered that the ball passed entirely through 
Clingan’s body and lodged among some paper 
boxes behind him on the shelf. 
44 calibre, and the report of the pistol is said to 
have been very loud. Mr. Clingan wasaman 45 
years of age, und bore an excellent reputation in 
the county asa business man and as a gentleman, 
and has been Postmaster of Polk City for the past 
eight years. Two hours after the murder was 
known the whole countryside was armed and 
mounted scouring in every direction. It is known 
that the mugderers have remounted twice since 
they were seen, and that they are pushing north- 
ward. The Sheriff is with the pursuers on the hot- 
text trail. and the news at 4 o’cloek indicate a cap- 
ture, which, in spite of the Sheriff, will doubtless 
provide two cases for the Coroner of Boone County.

INSPECTION SERVICE AT NEW-ORLEANS. 

New-ORLEANS, July 11.--Since the inaugu- 
ration of the Steam-boat Inspeetion Service by the 
Sanitary Council of the Mississippi Valley orders 
have been in force withholding the service from the 
boats of the Anchor Line, of St. Louis. Twice the 
Inspectors had been called upon to examine boats of 
this line, and they were refused each time, the 


Inspectors claiming that they were acting under 
orders from Dr. Rauch, chief of-the Council. Dr. 
Rauch is now here, and it having been 
represented to him that a grave rsponsibili- 
ty was assumed by the Council in re- 
fusing tbeir certifieates, without which the 
vessels would not be allowed to pass certain 
pvints in Mississippi and Tennessee, and that suits 
tor damages against the members of the Council 
would probably be instituted, he concluded to re- 
voke the order, and to-day he instructed his agents 
to make no discrimination against the Anchor 
Line boats. Dr, Rauch’s reasons for refusing the 
inspection service to the Anchor Line was that 
they had refused to contribute to the fund to 
maintain the inspection servise by the Council. 
The owners of the boats held that as 
the Maritine Hospital Service was prepared 
to issue {nspection certificates without expense to 
the boats, the inland towns where quarantine sta- 
tions are maintained ought to be satisfied there- 
with, since the latter was a responsible and leval 
body, while the Sanitary Council was a volunteer 
and improvised body, without legal status or 
power or influence exeept such as is bestowed 
upon it by local bodies. Under Dr. Rauch’s new 
orders, therefore, the Inspectors to-day examined 
the steamer W. P. Halliday, and she left for up 
river to-night bearing their clean bill of health. 

EASES RE ee 
TERRIBLE TORNADO IN A SMALL TOWN. 

CuIcaGo, July 11.—The following particu- 

lars of a tornado at Soldier, a town of 500 inhabit- 
ants, 50 miles west of here on the Kansas Central 
Railroad, were received to-day: ‘“‘About 10 
o’clock last night a black cloud appeared 
in the north, lit up by a_ coutinuous 
play of lightning. When the cloud broke, 
a residence in the outskirts was wrecked. The 
business biock on the east side of the main street 
and 15 houses were subsequently totally de- 
molished. The air was filled with flying 
timber and the rain fell in _ torrents. 
Several lives were lost and many were 
wounded. The bodies of three married women 
and an infant a few months oid were recovered eat 
daylight this morning. The full extent of the 
damage wrought is net yet known, but the de- 
struction of property is very great.”

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GIVING UP THE CONTEST 


SENATOR ROLLINS PROPOSES T¢ 
WITHDRAW. 
HIS STRENGTH SERIOUSLY BROKEN IN YES- | 
TERDAY’S BALLOTING—A PROPOSITION. 
TO THE OTHER CANDIDATES. 

Concorp, N. H., July 11.—The Sena- 
torial fight has assumed more interesting pro- 
portions, although as predicted in these dis- 
patches last night, nothing decisive was ef- 
fected to-day. For the first time in the fight 
three votes were taken to-day, and they 
showed that Rollins’s strength is broken and 


his forces put to rout. Their discomfiture is 
admitted by that gentleman to-night and the 
solution of the contest is now considered a 
matter of only a short time. The voting to- 
day has two suggestive features—Rollins’s fall- 
ing off and Attorney-General Tappan’s appear- 
ance. The story is briefly told in this way:

Rollins votes, and then Patterson men, made 
up the Tappan strength which developed in 
Sullivan County, heretofore solid for Rollins. 
It would have been larger had another vote 
been taken to-day, but by a close division this 
was refused and further disintegration left for 
another day. The scattering votes were for 
as many candidates, the new ones ex- 
Congressman Austin Pike, Secretary of State 
Thompson, United States Marshal Paterson, 
and the Hon. Daniel Barnard. They are not 
important. 

To-night greater interest is shown than haa 
been the case for weeks. The feeling that a 
choice will be made soon accounts for this, and 
speculation as to when it will come is brisk. 
Gen. Tappan’s friends have ‘developed consid- 
erable numbers, and are busy to-night. To- 
morrow he will have a considerable fol- 
lowing, perhaps reaching 40 votes. They 
make much of his not being allied with either 
faction and dwell on his record, which began 
in Congress as a Free-soiler before the war, 
continued in his commanding the first regi- 
ment that went to the front in 1861, and since 
then has been that of an eloquent and success- 
ful lawyer, including the~ last seven 
years as Attorney-General of the State. 
Gen. Tappan is 65 years old, but 
active and as fearless and ind dent ag 
‘*vben he stood with Giddings and Burlingame 
in Congress during the Kansas-Nebraska strug« 
gle. Mr. Rollins to-night for the first time 
informed a few friends that he con- 
sidered his case hopeless and intimated 
that he would like to have them go to Jere- 
miah Smith, whilom Judge of the Supreme 
Court and now iring to succeed Chief- 
Justice Doe seca hie expected resignation. 
Judge Smith is indifferent to political honors, 
but if he consents to enter the lists will prove 
a formidable candidate. A telegram was sent 
him to-night, asking if he would accept, if 
elected, and the answer will determine a large 
number of votes. 

The anti-caucus forces will try to decide 
before the joint convention to-morrow upon 
some candidate whom they will support to- 
gether. They will probably agree u either 
Gen. Marston or ex-Congressman Briggs, a 
Gen. Stevens has received no accessions o 
strength and Senator Patterson’s supporters 
have been absolved by him from any obliga- 
tion to support him further. He has been 
desirous, in a quiet way, of being returned 
to the Senate, but has descended to no log-roil- 
ing for that end, nor been engaged in ny of 
the petty artifices which have been so freely 
engaged in by others. He is undoubtedly the 
first choice of the people of the State, and is 
admitted to be the ablest man mentioned, 
but the politicians are against him, and ap- 
parently there is no prospect of his success. 
Mr. W. E. Chandler causes it to be announced 
that he is not a candidate, at least in the 
ordinary sense of the term. It is ob- 
served that his personal followers, who 
number about 30 in the Legislature, 
are industriously talking about him as the 
most available man for the place. They say 
that this is done by autiority, and if a suffi- 
cient number of votes are pledged to him his’ 
name will be presented to the joint convention. |

He has kept very retired since his arriva 
outside of asecret consultation which he h 
with Mr. Rollins. A large proportion of the 
younger men are favorable to him, but those 
who have been familiar with State politics 
longer are not so cordial. An election is hard- 
ly to be expected this week, but as things are 
now, it is likely to bappen at almost any time. 

LaTER.—At a meeting of Senator Rollins’s 
supporters to-night it was decided at a late 
hour to withdraw him from the field, and the 
following letter was prepared by him and 
sent to Messrs. Marston, Stevens, Patterson, 
and Briggs. They could not be reached to- 
night, but added to the note was a request 
that it be answered before 9 o’ciock to-morrow 
morning. Its text was as follows: 

GENTLEMEN: At a Republiean caucus of the 
members of the Legislature, held on the evening 
of June 14, 1883, I was nominated for the 
office of United States Senator. By virtue of that 
nomination, I believe that 1 was entitled to the 
support of every Republican member of ths 
Senate and House of Representatives. Twenty~ 
two ballots have been taken with no choice. 
This fact makes it evident that a portion of the: 
members persist in refusing to support the regu- 
lar nominee. The harmosy of the Republi- 
can Party is very seriously impaired. and’ 
there seems to be danger of permanent division, if 
not absolute disruption, of the organiza- 
tion. The Republican Party - has honored 
me with its confidence for a series of 
‘years, and I have supported it faithfaly, 
conscientiously and to the best of my ability. 
In the same jspirit of devotion ‘to the 
party, I am _ willing to do anything in 
my power ‘to remove their difficulties 
without regard to any personal consideration, 
I therefore propose to you, gentlemen, 
each of whom has _ received a _ consider- 
able support from the members who have 
refused to abide’ by the result of the caucus, 
that each of us should withdraw from the 
contest and leave the field open to 
the further consideration of the party, 
Upon reeeiving your assent to this proposal, [ will 
at.once publicly and positively withdraw my ac- 
ceptance of the nomination of the caueus.

This step will tend further to simplify the 
situation, and renders an early settlement 
probable, provided the other candidates con- 
sent to withdraw.

BECAUSE OF HIS BELIEFS. 
REV. CHARLES W. PARK NOT INSTALLED AS 
PASTOR OF A NEW-HAVEN CHURCH. 

New-HaveEen, Conn., July 11.—Howard- 
Avenue Congregational Church was filled with 
a large congregation this afternoon to wit- 
ness the inétallation of the Key. 
Park, who bas lately received a call to that 
churoeh, After waiting patiently for two hours they 
were informed that the ecclesiastical council had 
rejected Mr. Park on adcount of his beliefs. Mr. 
Park came of a famous stock, his father being a 
woll-known divine at West Barford, Mass., ana his 
uncle, the famous Prof. Park, of Andover. He isa 
man of culture, a graduate of Amherst and 
Andover, and was for 10 years a missionary 
in India, whence he returned in 1881. Church oir- 


cles have been waiting with some interest 
for the outcome of the call extended to 
Mr. Park. Many of the members of 
the Howard-Avenue Chureh believe in the 
efficacy of infant baptism and It was rumored that 
Mr. Park did not agree with this opinion. It was 
not, however, known officially what his views 
were. Nobody had been authorized to express 
them, and he had not expressea them ofhcially 
himeelf. 

The question came up in the church meeting 
at which he was called, but in such an in- 
definite and parliamentary manner that many of 
the voters thought it was only ruse to 
prevent a call. When they eard the 
guarded statement that it was understood he 
would refuse to baptize children they thought 
this would not be so. He might believe 
that the ordinance was of no efliciency, but 
he would certainly perform the ceremony. So 
they cast their votes and called him. The 
absence of any official announcement of the 
Rev. :Mr. Park's belief in this point was 
probably reserved, because it was believed the 
church had nothing to do with it. It was 
for an ecclesiastical council to decide whether 
a belief was orthodox or otherwise, and whether 
it was best to pass the candidate. At 2 o'clock 
this afternoon the Council met. Dr. John E. 
Todd acted as Moderator, and the Rev. George 
W. Noyes, of Stony Creek, was scribe. ‘I'wenty-nine 
ministers were present, among them being the 
The Rev. Dr. Denn, of the Third Congrega- 
tional Chureh;| the Rey. George A. Day, 
D. D.. of the Yale Theological Sminary; the 
Rey. Spencer H. Bray, of the Humphrey-Street 
Church, the Rev. Mr. Bradford, of Montclair, N. J.; 
the Rev. Charlies H, Williams, and the Rev. 
0. H. White, D. D. The Rev. Newman 
Smyth was not present, being out of 
the city. Mr. Parks was subjected to a long and 
rigid examination. He answered all the questions 
— to him candidly and intelligently as to his re- 
igious views. He claimed not to have any positive 
or subtle belief as to probation after death. The 
tendency of his idea was toward restortionism. 
He believed that there was a_ possibility 
for everybody, even tf probation was allowed 
them in this world. He did not believe in infant 
baptism, and did not consider that he 
had ever been baptized himself. He 
woula be unwilling to baptize  chil- 
dren, but would perform the ceremony as 
a consecration. In the latter case, when the

His; views as to the 
thority of the Scriptures were unsatisfactory 
to the Council, He belleyed that we knew the 
Bible lo be true so far asit appealed to vur con- 
science and experience.

The Council held another secrot 
session, and then decided that Mr. Parks 
views were not in accord on certain points with 
those commonly held in the Congregational Church, 
and that therefore they must reject him.

PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE DEATH 
OF SAMUEL M’ WILLIAMS. 

Samuel McWilliams was buried at Green- 
ville, N. J., yesterday. His death was caused by 
handling hides. He was employed by G. B. Hor- 
ton, a dealer in hidesin the Swamp.

His widow said at 
her home, No. 12 Roosevelt-street, last evening 
that he was handling bides a week ago Monday, 
and was inoculated by the poison coming in con- 
tact with a simple pimple under his left ear. 
He becan to feel unwell on Wednesday, 
but he worked until Friday, when his neck 
began to swell and he called a_ doctor. 
His head and neck swelled up until the flesh was 
puffed out beyond the chin and ears, and he died 
at 10 o'clock Sunday morning.

THE VERY REV. ARCHIBALD BOYD. 

The Very Rey. Archibald Boyd, DL. D., Dean 
of Exeter, and a well-known religious writer, died 
in London yesterday at the age of 80 years. He 


was born at Londonderry in 1803, and was educat- 
ed at the Diocesan College iu that city and at Trin- 
ity College, Dublin, He received his first degree, 
(M. A.,) In 1823, but his degree of D. D. was not 
conferred till he was 05 years old. His first eccle- 
siastical office was that of curate of the Cathedral 
of Derry, to which he was eppointed in isz7. In 
1842 he was appointed perpetual curate of Christ 
Chureh, Cheltenham, and held the office for17 
years. He was made Honorary Canon of Glouces- 
ter Cathedral in 1557, and Vicar of Paddington two 
years later. The latter office he held till 1867, when 
he was appoluted Dean of Exeter. His first liter 
ary work, a volume of “Sermons on the Church," 
was published in 1837, which went into a second 
edition in 184. Most of his books were upon insti- 
tutions of the church.

A SECOND SUEZ CANAL. 


From the London Times, 

Yesterday a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Ship-owners’ Association for promot- 
ing the construction of asecond Suez Canal was 
held at their rooms, No. 112 Fenchurch-street, 
Mr. Laing presiding, when the elaborate opin- 
ion of Mr. Horace Davey, Queen’s Conuneel, 
and Mr. Underdown in regard to the elaims of M. 
Ge Lesseps to an exclusive right on behalf of his 
company to the working of acanal between the 
Mediterranean and the Red Sea through the 
Isthmus of Suez was laid before the committee. 

The committee regard the opinion as entirely op- 
posed to the pretensions of M. de Lesseps, and as 
thoroughly supporting the view held by them all 
along—that it is perfectly competent for the Gov- 
ernment of Egypt to grant a concession to another 
company to make asecond canal, and that no right 
or privilege of M: de ‘Lesseps or his company will 


thereby be invalidated. They consider that noth- 
ing can de elearer than the statement made, that 
as regards the words “pouvoir exciusif,”’ the con- 
cession refers entirely to the friendly act of the 
Khédive toward M. de Lesseps personally in grant- 
ing bim the power to constitute and manage a 
company. 

We understand that the next steps which the 
committee intend to take are to communicate very 
freely with the Chambers of Commerce and the 
Chambers of Shipping throughout the United King- 
dom, to explain to those bodies the precise nature 
of their action hitherto, and to seek from them 
counsel and assistance in proseenting the object 
for which the committee was originally formed. 
The ship-owners who have already joined the asso- 
olation represent about 4.000,000 tons of the ton- 
nage actually passing through the Suez Canal, and 
include the Peninsular and Orlental, the British 
Indian, and the Orient Companies, and the Clan, 
the Ducal, the Shire, the Harrison, and the Ha!) 
Lines—facts which the committee believe are suffi- 
cient to prove that they are not engaged in an 
empty proeeeding, or in one of spre char- 
acter, as M. de Lasnene pes ales a 

e committee hold that no argument is required 
to show that the present canal Is utterly inade- 
quate to the shipping which has now to be accom- 
modated, that over 80 per cent, of the tonnage pass- 
jog through the canal is British property, and that 
an equal, if not a greater, pecportion of this gigan- 
tic tradé fa carried on with British ports at bome 
and twith colonies belonging to this country, They 
maintain that the canal has not been satisfactorily 
administered, and that there is strong suspicion 
that the ultra-French element in its management 
has often prevented British vessels from receiv- 
ing fair play, ana they also contend that the 
futare development of India and of our ocol- 
onies In Australia and New-Zealand must 
largely depend on the facilities, and the cheapness 
of the facilities, granted for carrying on the trade 
with Europe. At present the amouat of the canal 
dues on an ‘ordinary cargo vessol is 20 per cent. of 
the freight earned. They argue that these consid- 
erations poiat to the constructien of asecond canal 
with the least possible delay, and that the question 
which her Majesty’s Government will have to con- 
sider is whether the second canal is to be made by 
a French organization which has shown itself not 
too susceptible of its responsibilities toward its 
English customers. or whether it is to be made by 
British capital and administered by Englishmen, so 
as to place the communications between this coun- 
try and its Eastern possessions entirely above any 
danger or risk of dispute as far as other nationali- 
ties are concerned.

At best there is little show that stock- 
holders on 62 of the 60 Indiana roads will receive 
any dividends on theirstock in the near future, if

SIR WILLIAM KNOLLY8'S ACTIVE CAREER— 
THE DEOBASED WIFE'S SISTER BILL— 
THE BOERS AND THE GOVERNMENT. 

Lonpor, June 29.—We are apt to think, 
in the present day, that our young men enter | 
upon the responaib‘lities of important careers | 
at an earlier period of their lives than was | 
customary with our forefathers. Several re- | 
cent deaths give us notable examples to the 
contrary. Sir William Knollys, Gentleman 
Usher of the Black Rod, who died on Satur- 
day ata ripe old age and full of honors, saw | 
active service as an officer of the Scots Fu 
sllier Guards at 16. On the first night of join- 
ing his regiment in Spain at this early age he 
was detailed for picket duty. Hesoon after- | 
ward took part in the investment of Bayonne | 
and in the repulse of the sortie made from | 
thence by the French in which 800 English 
soldiers were killed and wounded. Taken | 
prisoner by two French grenadiers, he a 
caped from them and saw many surpris- | 
ing adventures. He lived to be 86, | 
and shortly before his death was ap- 
pointed Colonel of his regiment, a dis- 
tinction ‘which he appreciated above all his 
other honors, On Tuesday Gon. Sir Edward 
Sabine, of the Royal Artiliery, died, only five 
years short of being a hundred years old. Born 
in Dublin in October, 1788, he obtained his 
first commission at the early age of 15. He 
served in the American war from 1813 to 1816, 
and was favorably mentioned in the English 
dispatches, A young wan of great scientific 
attainments, he went out as astronomer of the 
first expedition in search of the North-west 
passage under Sir John Ross. From 1861 to 
1871 he was President of the Reyal So- 
ciety, the latest President of which, 
Mr. William Spottiswoode, the Queen's 
printer, and one of the most many- | 
sided of scientists, has also this week joined 
the majority.

DAKOTA T0-DAY. 


THE NEW PEOPLE AND THEIR NEW HOMES— 
SPECULATION IN LAND. 
Correspondence of the Kalamazoo (Mich.) Telegraph. 

Huron, Dakota, June 23.—Having traveled 
by rail and by team over 500 miles in the Territory, 
conversed with prominent State and ratiroad offi- 
cials, with early and late settlers, with town and 
country people, and with men, women, and chil- 
dren, we give you some of the impressions re- 
ceived, ol servations made, and conclusions drawn 
about Dakota.

They represent all classes from whence 
they come; ministers, lawyers, physicians, business 
men, farmers, mechanics, and laboring men; hus- 
bands without wives, and wives without husbands, 
children without parents, young women over 2), 
tome of them a long way over, and widows. This 
is a great country for widows. The land to which 
they have come is the finest in 20 of the States and 
Territories, 

The soil is a black surface loam, varying in 
depth from six inches to fourfeet. This is gen- 
erally uuderlaid by a light, yellowish-colored, 
sometimes biuecish, clay subsoil. There are looali- 
ties where tnore is a sandy subsoil, but we are told 
they are not frequent or extended. The very 
finest grade of wheat, oats, barley, and all kinds 
of roots are raised in abundance.

Everybody here seems to have an insatiable de- 
sire to buy Jand.

Some of these people remind one of the pic- 
ture representing the selfish and spoiled child 
who, while his arms were so full of toys that he 
could not hold what he had, was crying because 
he was unable to gatherup more that were lying 
on the floor. Men, women, and even children can 
talk town and range, sections—whole, half, and 

uarter, (you never hear of a 40 or 80 acre lot in 

akota, nothing less than a quarter-section;) sol- 
diers’ declaration, soldiers’ claim, pre-emption, 
homestead, and tree claims, filing applications and 
proving up, covering up and uncovering, helding 
down and jumping olaims, as glib as Miebigan 
children can repeat the letters of the alphabet. 

One great advantage in the Jim River country is 
that there are no railroad grants west of Water- 
town, consequently the land is taken by actual 
settlers. A great drawback in the eastern seetion 
of the State to its rapid settling up, and conse- 
quent appreciation tn the value of land, is tne fact 
that very much of it is held by speculators who 
bought the railroad grants and are holding for an 
advance In prices. 

Although this is a new eountry the people are by 
no means on an equality in their surroundings. 
Many who lived in good style Kast are *‘ roughiug 
it’ here. It takes nota little ready money to buy 
horses, oxen, wagons, farming implements and 
seeds, bring them here, provide shelter for man 
and beast, make improvements, support a family 
and buy grato for from two to six horses for six 
months or more, and prove up a elaim before re- 
ceiving any retura. I fear some of these good 
people did not. sufficiently count the cost before 
undertaking the task. One man who lived here 15 
months says peorse preparing to remove here from 
the East need to make a liberal allowance for all 
their expenses and then multiply that by two. 
Here as everywhere money draws the line of dis- 
tinction in material surroundings. We have 
noticed six different’ grades of—we had written 
houses, but to keep within the truth must 
suy places where the people live. The first 
is where the buildi have been wholly 
eonstracted here, asin the East,on good founda- 
tions, latbed, plastered, finished, and turnished ia 
good style. Such are very rarely seen. Our host 
at Doland has a two-story frame house, having 14 
rooms, finished and furnished as in the States. 
This we were told ls the best private dwejling in 
the county, and we saw but fewas good in the 
Territory. The next grade comprises those houses 
partly constructed in the East and shipped here in 
sections. These are generally one story or a story 
and a half, with wing, ceiled and papered, some- 
times plastered. When these are well put to- 
gether, placed on a geod foundation, painted, and 
finished up with blinds, verandas, &o., they make 
very comfortable, convenient, and comely-looking 
houses. Quite a number of our Michigan people live 
in houses of this kind. With plenty of water, fuel, 
and food, their friends need not worry as to their 
comfort in the ponmpet and coldest Winter, In 
these two grades of houses we find music; pianos 
and organs are by po means uncommon here, 
libraries that would grace «a mansion in the East, 
megazines, newspapers, picteres, and paintings, 
such as adorn our weil-to-do houses in Michiganor 
Ohio. The third grade embraces a large number 
of houses eheaply built, They are in size generally 
about 12 by 16, resting directly on the ground, with 
the earth thrown up around the baseboard, The 
clapboards are nailed on the studding, and the in- 
side is neither lathed and plastered nor celled. 
They havea floor, one or two doors, and two or 
three windows. Sometimes there is an 8 by 10 
**lean to," used for a kitchen. In evory case those 
are occupied by this year’s comers. Many of these 
people will return to the States for the Winter.

GROUNDS OF CONFIDENCE IN COMING DEMO- 
ORATIO DIVISION AND REPUBLICAN UNITY. 
From the Utica Herata, July 10. 

A subscriber asks us to state the grounds of 
our expressed confidence that the Republicans 
will carry the State of New-York at the November 
election. He justifies his own incredulity by allu- 
sion to the overwhelming disaster of Republican- 
ism in 1882, and the apparently impregnable posi- 
tion in which the Democrats were left by thé re- 
sults of that election. We are not surprised at the 
skepticism of our correspondent. We will state, as 
compactly as possible, some of the reasons why it 
is not justified by the present political situation. 

And, inthe first place, the Republicans can suc- 
ceed this Fall because a very considerable e'ement 
in the Democratic Party is anxious that they 
should succeed. We believe that public attention 
has not bitherto been called to the fact, but it is a 
faet, nevertheless, that the working politicians in 
the Democratic Party are profoundly and openly 
disgusted with Goy. Cleveland. They are disgust- 
ed with the general method he has adopted in the 
distribution of the patronage at hiscommand. It 
is a well-cnown fact that in assigning this patron- 
age the Governor has ignored ail the established 


traditions of his party. The fact that an ap- 
Diicant for a particular office bas appeared be- 
fore the Executive with the unanimous indorse- 
Inent of the Democratic “ wheelhorses” in his 
own locality has seemed to be, in every known 
instance, a sufficient boar to appointment. The 
Governor has ignored completely the local party 
leaders. He has acted as if he regarded their ree- 
ommendations as a sufficient ground for distrust- 
ing the character and qualifications of the appll- 
cant. He has made no nominations, and his canal 
and other appointees bave made no selections, 
which have not been strange and unexpested in 
the localities most interested. Gov. Cleveland has 
tried, with more or less consistency, to make his 
appointments on the principles of the civil service 
reform. us he has been an entire novelty, 
and a most unwelcome novelty, in the Demo- 
cratic Party of NeweYork State. The “ wheel 
horses’ aforesaid never encountered. any- 
thing of thé kind before, and their Caily prayer 
is that they may never see anything of the 
kind again, Of their present Governor they refuse 
to surrender all hope. He bas twoand a half years 
yet rematuing, in which he holds their destinies 
in hishands. A pointed and unmistakable rebuke 
and reminder, midway, may bring this cantauvker- 
ous Executive to terms. Such, at least, is the most 
common talk in the mouths of men’ to-day. If 
the Republican Paity is permitted to carry New- 
York State this Fall, reversing the phenomenat 
majority by which Cleveland was elected. it will 
be—must be—acvepted by him'as an equally phe 
nomenal party rebuke of the methods of adminis- 
tration he has sought to enforce. Sore few offices 
will be sacrificed, but the Governor will be con- 
verted. That is the shane in which the argument 
formulates liself in the mind of the pverage Demo- 
crat. 

It sounds extravagant in statement, but it is the 
fact nevertheless—a fact ascertained by personal 
contact with Democrats of every degree in all 
parts of the State—that Gov. Cleveland is to-day the 
most unpopular Democrat among Democrats in the 
whole State. A. candidate for his present office 
this Fally with normal conditions existing among 
Republicans, he would be defeated by a majority 
nearly, if not quite, as large as that by which he 
was elected. We expect a certain number of our 
esteemed Democratic contemporaries to froth at 
the month over this statement, and to break out 
into revamped eulogies of the Governor for those 
very features of his administration which induave 
them, with much grinding of teeth, to daily curse 
him in the gg | of the sanctum. Whatever 
they may say for the public ear, they do not like 
Gov. Cleveland or his methods; they hold him re- 
sponsible for the dry rot which aifects their party 
prospects: and they will be secretly rejoiced ata 
verdict about election time which will serve asa 
warning to him that he is not invulnerable nor im- 
pregnable. 

In other words—and we proceed to give our cor- 
respondent the second ground for our confidence 
in Republican success next November—it is only 
necessary for the Republican Party to so clearly 
deserve success as to command the support of its 
own members, in order to obtain that success, 
with the acquiescence of a very considerable and 
very important factor of the Democratic Party. 
We take it that there are just as many Republicans 
in New-York State as there weretwo years ago, 
when Garfield and Arthur were accorded 20,000 
majority. We have never heard of a Republican 
who voted for Cleveland in 1882, or who helped 
on Cleveland’s election by refusing to vote at 
all, who doss not expect to co-operate with 
the Republican Party in the future. We 
know of the existence, everywhere, of the 
couviction that the Republican Party must show 
itself capable of united and successful work in 
New-York this yaar, in order to hold the State for 
the Republican Presidential candidate in 1834. We 
have found this feeling so universal that we are 
literally driven into the belief that there neyer 
was a year wher the Republicans were in better 
form to carry the State than this year. We bave 
found the hatreds, the bitternesses, and the fac- 
tionalisms of last year burned ont. They were so 
intense that they have consumed each other. We 
believe that Republicans have gotten throuch with 
fighting each other. We are confident that the 
approaching Republican State Convention will 
proclaim the gospel of peace. We baye never yet 
feared to face the enemy with a united Republican 
Party. Weare not afraid of the enemy now.

FOURTH OF JULY AT WOODSTOCK, 
To the F ditor of the New-York Times: 

You do great injustice to Mr. Henry C. 
Bowen [n your report of the recent celebration in 
Woodstock, which is unlike that of any report toany 
paper in all New-England, orin the entire country, 
so far as we know. Indeed, the tone of the entire 
article in your paper seams to us to be as unfriend- 
ly as its statements are untruthful. You say that 
“Mr. Bowen has a park,’ meaning, we suppose, 
Roseland Park, for there is no other park (so 
called) in this town. Mr. Bowen bas no 
park in Woodstock. More than four years 
ago he made a gift, of the entire prop- 
erty of Roseland Park, including all the 
buildings, improvements, boats, hitching grounds, 
&c., to the public, placing the same in the 
hauds of Trustees, of which he 
then one. Since then a special charter has been 
given tothe Trustees by the Legislature of this 


State, without opposition from any oan. All 
the park property above numed is now held and 
Managed by Trustees under this charter, and 
all the receipts from the hitehing grounds, the 
renting of boats, &o,, go into the treasury, and 
are used in extending the improvements, Mr. 
Bowen cannot rent the bitching grounds or boats, 
or use the money received forthe same for his 
own private purposes. The whole property and its 
very small income belongs to the public. The en- 
tire receipts of the park from all sources during 
any one year in its history have not been $700, while 
Mr. Bowen has gone forward with the improvements 
re after year, withont cessation, at an expense to 
iim personally of more than $6,000, daring each 
period named, He claims, and has always claimed. 
the exclusive right to pay for every improvement 
himaelf out of his own poeket. He has refused 
donations—so far as he had the right to do so— 
from every quarter, to help forward the work 
he commenced, He says, however, that 
if now or bereafter any one wants to leave 
by will or to atve money to the park 
to establish a permanent fund, the interest of 
whjeh only conld be used in keeping up the same 
in the best order, he has of course no objection, 
aud the Trustees would be glad to receive such 
gifts from any quarier. But in all the foundation 
improvements and work in the park Mr. Bowen 
asks and has received no help from any one. 

We have no reply to make to what you say 
about the biring of a palace car by Mr. Bowen to 
bring his friends to Woodstock or to the lamination 
of his private grounds, in honor of his own guests, 
or to the furnishing of music for their entertain- 
| ment, or to any other personal matter of bis. 
Such things, we respectfully submit, are not proper 
things for us to disouss ina public journal. We 
believe that all the affairs of Roseland Park 
are conducted on business principles and on 
yrecisely the same principles which have 
Seen wisely adopted in the management 
of your own Central Park in New-York 
and in ail other great parks in the country. Where

A DELIBERATE SUICIDE.

The promise of Tuesday evening was fair- 
ly fulfilled by the Republican Convention 
in Pennsylvania yesterday. The time oc- 
cupied in’ balloting for the two candidates to 
be nominated gave evidence of a lack of 
preconcerted cohesion, and there appeared 
to be no agreement between the mana- 
gers and no effort ‘to control the ac- 
tion of delegates Though Livszy, who 
‘was nominated for Treasurer, has been 
associated with the old machine lead- 
ers, he was not specially’ offensive to the 
Independents, and Nixes, who was made 
the candidate for Auditor-General, was 
quite acceptable to them. The ticket is 
one on which the party can unite, and 
the means by which it has been put in 
the field are free from objection. The ele- 
ments of enthusiasm for the coming contest 
‘vere not conspicuous, but they may develop 
as the canvass progresses. 

* If the statements regarding the murder of 
Judge Haveun and the condition of affairs 
in Marion County, Texas, which have been 
received in Washington, and which we pub- 
lish this morning, are made by a responsible 
person, as we believe they are, they should 
be promptly and carefully investigated. In 
substance, they are that there is organized 
resistance to the Federal Jaw in that district; 
that it is directed to the prevention of trials 
for election frauds; that Judge HauGHN was 
murdered in pursuance of this conspiracy, 
and that witnesses, jurors, the District At- 
torney, and the court officers are threatened 
with death or violence. It is difficult to 
judge with any confidence of the truth of 
these charges on the face of them. If what 
their author says be true, he cannot give 
pames and dates with safety to his 
own life; but without more specific facts 
his evidence cannot be accepted. If he 
be trustworthy, his statements should 
be followed up and either proved or dis- 
proved. The Government cannot accept 
the theory that it is powerless to conduct 
such an inquiry. The only way to convince 
the country of that is to undertake the in- 
guiry, with all the means at its command. 
Then, if it fail, no Congress would dare to 
refuse the powers neceseary to carry it out. 
{f the accusations are true, the condition of 
things is intolerable. If they are not true, 
\hat fact should be known. 
—_—_—_——X 
Gen. Jounpan has brought Col. AustEn, 
of the Thirteenth Regiment, up with a round 
turn for administering military discipline, 
according to his own notions of natural 
equity, upon a person not a member of his 
command. There can be no question 
that this rebuke 1s deserved, or that 
Col. Austen deserves.more than this 
rebuke, as he seems to be in the 
way of getting more. The State camp is 
established ostensibly for the promotion of 
military discipline among the regiments of 
the National Guard, and nothing could be 
more subversive of military discipline than 
8 purely arbitrary act such as that of the 
drumming of BokKLEMAN out of camp by 
order of Col. AUSTEN. 


Somebody in the Navy Department is 
everlastingly inventing changes in naval 
uniforms and flags. It cannot be Secretary 
CHANDLER, for he has been at the head of 
the department but a short time, and uni- 
forms have been going and coming ever 
since the end of the war, the average dura- 
tion of each being aboutone year. There is 
&@ grave suspicion that Admiral Porter, 
who is a pragmatic and uneasy person, 
takes this method of certifying to the world 
that he is alive and active. It was Ad- 
miral Porter who, during Farra- 
GUT’s time, invented a new and compli- 
cated system of naval flags, concerning 
one of which the old hero said: ‘‘ Take that 
thing down; the old gridiron is good 
enough for me to fight under.” Possibly 
we may do Admiral Porwxe an iniustice in 
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which annoys and impoverishes the officers 
of the navy. .Perhaps the author of these 
frequent changes is in the interest of the 
naval tailors and shares with them a 
“‘divvy” in their profits. But if mere civil- 
ians are ever to learn how to distinguish a 
Rear-Admiral from a boatswain’s mate ‘‘ by 
the cut of his jib,’’ naval fashions must not 
change as often as the milliners’ do. 


The statement made by Mr. GuapsToNE 
in the House yesterday is a very serious 
one. The offensive and cruel conduct of 
which the French commander at Tamatave 
is reported to have been guilty may have 
been exaggerated, or it may have been un- 
authorized, or it may be capable of explana- 
tion, but in openly bringing it to the atten- 
tion of the House in so formal and earnest a 
manner Mr, GLapstonge makes all these 
suppositions extremely improbable, or at 
least gives the impression that he believes 
them to be improbable. The feeling be- 
tween the two countries has been for some 
time of a very unsatisfactory character, and 
this incident, though not in itself very 
grave, may have an unfortunate effect. 


Mr. Evans has asked Mr. Horton to re- 
sign, but has accompanied this act with 
conduct which adds one more to the many 
reasons why the President should ask Mr. 
Evans himself to resign. 


PENNSYLVANIA DOCTRINE. 


The Republicans of Pennsylvania have 
adopted with virtual unanimity a some- 
what peculiar platform. There is little in 
it that can be called Republican doctrine 
elsewhere thanin Pennsylvania. It is first 
of all unqualifiedly in favor of protective 
duties for the sake of the protection they are 
supposed to afford to native industries. This 
is Pennsylvania doctrine rather than Re- 
publican doctrine, and it prevails in that 
State because it has large protected interests 
which it is believed would be overtaken by 
disaster if protection were to be withdrawn. 
The extreme protection demanded by Penn- 
sylvania at the expense of the rest of 
the country has developed a new fea- 
ture in the proposition to distribute 
the Treasury surplus among the States 
in proportion to population. Pennsylvania 
people will probably see no inconsistency in 
the position of the Republican Convention 
on questions of State and national taxation. 
It declared in favor of the ‘‘ abolition of all 
taxes not required for necessities of the State 
Government,”’ but it recognized no applica- 
tion of the same principle to national taxa- 
tion. On the contrary, it demanded taxa- 
tion beyond the necessities of the national 
Government, and the distribution of the ex- 
cess among the States for the relief of local 
burdens. 

This doctrine would carry centralization 
far beyond anything heretofore proposed. 
It is true that the national Government once 
had a surplus of revenue which was dis- 
tributed among the States, but nobody has 
ever before advocated the raising of revenue 
for this purpose. If it is to be done at all 
there is no definite limit to be put to the 
process. It might logically be carried to the 
extent of supporting the State Governments 
at the expense of the Nation, the revenue 
for the purpose being raised by protective 
duties, which, according to the Pennsylvania 
theory, would only have the effect of foster- 
ing industry and making the country richer. 
If this would be unconstitutional, then the 
raising of any revenue by.national taxation 
for the benefit of State Governments would 
be unconstitutional To this extreme of ab- 
surdity are the Pennsylvania protectionists 
carried by their desperate shift for main- 
taining high duties. 

The rest of the platform is not sufficiently 
strong to carry the rank absurdity of its 
first two resolutions. Its declarations on 
the subject of civil service reform are sound 
enough in a general way, but they lack def- 
initeness and fail to specify the means and 
measures by which the reform is to be pro- 
moted and maintained. The references to 
the trade dollar and pauper immigration 
savor of superficial clap-trap, and the com- 
mendation of the present Administration is 
more effusive than discriminating. The re- 
united Republicans of Pennsylvania have 
not furnished the party with a large amount 
of political wisdom for its edification in the 
coming campaign. 


CONTROLLER CAMPBELL’S , DUTY. 


The pretentious report of the Aldermanic 
committee on the coupon frauds in the Con- 
troller’s office clearly reveals the purpose of 
what they call their investigation. As an 
investigation of facts connected with Car- 
ROLL’s defalcation it is utterly worthless. 
It adds nothing to the definite informa- 
tion previously possessed by the pub- 
lic. The committee asked for and ob- 
tained funds to employ an expert to exam- 
ine the accounts of the Finance Department. 
There is no indication that he did anything, 
and it is certain that he found out nothing. 
The Controller’s statement ot the amount 
of the frauds is accepted as correct, and no 
attempt has been made to trace them fur- 
ther or to find out whether there were more. 
No new facts are presented to substantiate 
the conclusions adopted, but it is evident 
that the conclusions were adopted first, and 
that the purpose of the so-called investiga- 
tion was to give them apparent support. 

The chief conclusion of the Aldermanic 
committee is that the affairs of the Con- 
troller’s office are badly managed, and the 
English language is put through a painful 
variety of contortions in the reiteration of 
this conclusion. But it is plafnly shown 
that the main fault in the administration of 
the office consists in a system which was in- 
herited by the present head of the depart- 
ment from his predecessors. The method of 
paying interest coupons still in vogue was 
instituted by Controller Green and contin- 
ued by Mr. Ketity. The frauds for which 
its lax application afforded an opportunity 
began under the latter’s administration. Mr. 

CAMPBELL ought, perhaps, to have regard- 
ed the character of bis immediate predeces- 
sor as.ground for suspecting that there 
might be defects in the methods of the office 
and dishonest transactions as a result of 
them. It would have been well if he had 
given it a thorough overhauling with a view 
to instituting more exact methods and en- 
forcing a more rigid responsibility. 

Mr. CampsBE.u’s fault consisted in accept- 
ing his office as the successor of JoHN 
Kewiy. with all ita _ ‘traditions’. and 
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‘‘usages.”” and assuming that it needed 
no scrutiny with a yiew to reform, Its 
routine méthods were presumed to be all 
right, and its clerical force was deemed 
competent and faithful. Mr.. CampseLi 
performed his ordinary duties vigilantly and 
with an honest intent to guard the financial 
interests of the City. AJl the while there 
was stealing going on in the coupon bureau 
which he had no reason to suspect and which 
would not in the ordinary course of affairs 
come to his personal notice. There has been 
at no time since the frauds were accidentally 
discovered any ground for questioning hisen 

tire honesty of purpose or integrity of action, 
though it was inevitable that reflections 
should be cast upon the administration under 
which they had occurred. 


Mr. CAMPBELL had the misfortune to be 
at the head of the Finance Department when 
this revelation came and was more painfully 
conscious than any one could be that a vigilant 
scrutiny, for which he had never suspected 
that the occasion existed, would have dis- 
covered and stopped the mischief long be- 
fore. But neither the clerks of the coupon 
bureau, nor the Auditor, nor the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts had furnished him any 
ground for suspicion. At the same time his 
general uprightness and firmness of charac- 
ter made him a special object of the 
enmity of Tammany, and, consequent- 
ly, of the Board of Aldermen. They 
were not slow in seeing their op- 
portunity. The Aldermanic investiga- 
tion, with its strange limitations and pecul- 
iar barrenness, was a direct attack upon 
Mr. CaMPBELL. That is all the commit- 
tee’s report amounts to. Jonn Kewty ‘and 
Tammany Hall and the dickering politicians 
of the Board of Aldermen are eager to get 
ALLAN CAMPBELL out of the Controller’s 
office and the Aqueduct Commission. That 
1s the end and object of their present efforts. 
But Mr. Camprnrii should ‘‘stick.’”” He 
has been the subject of criticism, some of 
which was justified, but neither his general 
campetency as a financial officer nor his in- 
tegrity asa man has been impeached. He 
can institute reforms in his office and im- 
prove upon the methods which were pur- 
sued by his predecessors. He can do every- 
thing possible to ferret out any abuses or 
frauds that may remain undiscovered. 
This he should do, but he should not yield 
to the desires of his enemies and the enemies 
of the public weal and think of giving over 
his trust to their disposal. It is Mr. Camp- 
BELL’s duty to himself and to the public to 
retain his office and by an improved adminis- 
tration vindicate his well-earned reputation. 


DEMORALIZING THE ARMY. 


Great pressure, it 1s said, is brought to 
bear upon the President to induce him to set 
aside the sentence of Major Wasson. This 
officer has been fairly tried and convicted of 
offenses which, if committed bya man in 
civil life, would land him in the peniten- 
tiary. Many a man languishes in prison to- 
day under punishment for crimes less grave 
than those of which Wasson has been con- 
victed. He was graduated from the Mili- 
tary Academy in 1871, having been educated 
at the national expense, and he was 
at once commissioned in the infantry 
arm of the service. He ‘was given a 
prolonged leave of absence in order to 
give him opportunities to serve in 
foreigm lands. A private soldier who 
should be convicted of lying, stealing, and 
cheating would be drummed out of the 
army, and would be afterward pro- 
ceeded against on criminal charges. Was- 
soN sinned against greater light than any 
private soldier possibly could, and he was 
a beneficiary. of the Nation’s favors. He is 
a self-confessed thief, and no influence, po- 
litical or social, can wipe out that fact. Yet, 
in the face of all this, there are persons 


‘who ask that he shall be allowed to remain 


in the army which he has disgraced.” It is 
a pity that there is no way of compelling 
these unreasonable people to share Wasson’s 
punishment with him. 

During the period beginning March 1, 
1877, and ending Jan. 1, 1881, no less than 
thirty officers of the army were convicted 
of various -offenses and were sentenced to 
dismissal from the service; but their sen- 
tences were setaside orcommuted. Isit any 
wonder that recent scandals have led observ- 
ing men to remark that a purification of the 
military service is quite as necdful as in 
the civil service? What is to become of 
the much-vaunted morale of the army of the 
United States if social and political influence 
can make impossible the expulsion of thieves, 
perjurers, drunkards, and men who are 
officially declared to be unfit to associate 
with gentlemen? Of the thirty officers above 
referred to, some were convicted of issuing 
false vouchers, others of drunkenness on 
duty, cruelty to enlisted men, selling pay 
accounts twice over, personal assaults, and 
of conduct unbecoming gentlemen. All 
were sentenced to be dismissed or sus- 
pended for a year or more from the ser- 
vice, and some of them were wholly re- 
stored within six months from the date of their 
sentence. It would be interesting to know 
the status of these disgraced officers now 
that they are back in the service. Are they 
recognized as gentlemen as well as officers 
by their associates? Or are they sent to 
Coventry, made to feel daily the contempt 
of those among whom by special favor 
thay are permitted to remain? 

There are frequent complaints from the 
people of the costliness and alleged useless- 
ness of the Military Academy. It is with 
difficulty at times that that institution re- 
ceives from Congress the support which 
it justly needs and which the nursery 
of the army must have if we are to 
maintain even a skeleton of a military ser- 
vice. The popular prejudice is reflected 
in Congress, and that prejudice is deepened 
by the repeated scandals that have disgraced 
the army. Those who think well of a mil- 
itary establishment, and who would do 
what they can to buttress the present sys- 
tem, must beware of those who press for 
commutation and aversions of sentences 
imposed by courts-martial. As a genera! 
thing, the conclusion of a court-martial has 
the honest approval of every military man. 
Yet, as we have shown, they are too often 
set aside, and the culprit is restored to the 
rank which he has disgraced. Nothing but 
a strict enforcement of discipline can save 
the army from the accusation that West 
Point graduates ; gamblers, drunkards, 
forgers, and thieves. Yet, while the Mili- 
tary Academy is turning out every vear 
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forty or fifty candidates for army commis- 
sions, a mistaken. clemency retains in the 
service men who haye been convicted of 
offenses which should debar them from the 
army. Let the convicts step out and give 
place to better men. This is what the best 
interests of the military service demand. If 
these repeated warnings are not heeded, the 
morale of the army of the United States will 


vanish. 
|

A too early season seems to be as danger- 
ous in politics as in farming, as is illustrated 
by the experience of the various candidates 
for the Speakership of the next House. There 
were a number of these gentlemen set out 
very early last Fall. They came through 
the Winter fairly well, being protected 
from undue exposure to discussion by 
the interest which was taken in the tariff 
question. But when Congress adjourned 
and the ground was cleared of the 
old crop of conspicuous Republicans, 
the cultivators of Democratic candidates 
for Speaker began to use every means to 
bring their favorites forward. In this they 
were only too successful, and now that the 
Summer heats are upon them it is evident 
that there has been too large a planting, and 
that the shoots which gave so much promise 
are crowding each other and will have to be 
thinned out. This operation is being per- 
formed with heroic energy by the Demo- 
cratic press in all parts of the country. 
Perhaps as thorough a day’s work as has 
been done by any one journal was got 
through with by the Macon (Ga.) Zelegraph 
in a recent issue. 


This paper first pronounces Mr. CARLISLE 
to be in an unhealthy condition and not 
worth any more labor. His chances ‘‘ have 
steadily waned from the first rush.”” He 
might have defeated RanpaLL when that 
gentleman was elected the last time. ‘‘ He 
cannot do it now and ought not to do it.”’ 
The party ‘‘cannot win in 1884if the House 
shall be organized with a free trader and a 
supporter of the whisky ring in the Speaker’s 
chair.”” The other Kentucky aspirant, Mr. 
BLACKBURN, is no better than Mr. CARLISLE. 
Though “he has many fine qualities, his 
idea of public duty seems to be, My friends 
first, myself next, and my country last.’’ 


The ruthless Southerner next proceeds to 
plow up Mr. Ranpauty. He is altogether 
too small to pay for raising. ‘“ Mr. Ran- 
DALL is far below the line of statesmanship. 
He does not rise above a politician—a_poli- 
tician trained in the school of ward meet- 
ings, brass bands, and fire-works. He is not 
learned, broad, and tolerant, but is cunning, 
insincere, and jealous of men of greater 
calibre. -His record as a Speaker does not 
entitle him to further honors in this way. 
He took a House, Democratic by a large 
majority, and led it to defeat after defeat 
until the majority had been wiped out.”’ 
‘«That he eschews the lobby is at best a 
negative virtue, for Mr. RANDALL has 
a brother, Bos, who mingles largely 
with the lobby.”” ‘‘ The House, under his 
control, offended the great commercial and 
financial interests of the country, and to this, 
more than any other one cause, may Demo- 
cratic defeat be charged.’” The Democratic 
Party ‘‘ cannot win with Mr. Ranpa.t in the 
chair to organize committees and to dispense 
patronage, with the view of making himself 
President.’’ Besides, the man is bad stock 
any way. ‘‘He is not a Democratic Repre- 
sentative, elected by the people.”” He is a 
sort of hybrid, a poor graft. ‘‘ He holds 
his seat by sufferance of the Republican 
Party in the city of Philadelphia.” 


Having thus laid Messrs. CARLISLE and 
BLACKBURN and RaNDALL stretched on the 
ground, the Zelegraph tosses Mr. Cox to one 
side contemptuously. ‘‘ Nobody has ever 
thought seriously of Sam Cox in connection 
with the Speakership, not even Cox him- 
self.” ‘“‘SprRINGER wants a committee of 
which he is incompetent to be the Chairman, 
and Hotman and Morrison hope to be pro- 
vided for in the same way. «, These men may 
be considered disposed of.”” We should say 
that they might. But who is left? The 
field: is strewn with uprooted. candidates 
withering untimely. « If there is to be a 
Speaker in shape to be elected next Decem- 
ber there will have to be a replanting. 


THE CITY HALF-HOLIDA Y. 


It is to be hoped that Alderman Krrx 
(liquors, No. 30 New Bowery) misrepre- 
sented the Mayor when he said yesterday 
that Mr. Epson vetoed the resolution calling 
upon the heads of departments to give the 
laborers in their employ a half-holiday every 
week at the public expense simply because 
it was in the form of an order which the 
Aldermen had no right to make, and that he 
would have signed it if it had been in the 
form of a mere request. If Alderman Kirk 
did {not misrepresent the Mayor, then his 
statement showed that ‘‘ politics’’ have had 
their usual effect in beclouding the Mayor’s 
tine mind. The objection is not so much to 
the Aldermen’s transcending their powers 
by ordering the thing done as to the thing’s 
being done. 

The head of a department who pays his 
men for six days and works them for five 
days and a half is simply taking the half- 
day’s pay out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers and putting it into the pockets of the 
laborers without securing any equivalent to 
the tax-payers. An employer has a perfect 
right to do this at his own expense. The 
agent of an employer has no right to 
do this at his employer’s expense. If 
the Aldermen were all to close their sa- 
loons and dismiss their bar-keepers at noon 
every Saturday during the hot weather no- 
body would have the right to object. It 
might possibly be a good thing if all places 
of business were closed at noon every Sat- 
urday during the hot weather. If this were 
a general custom, there would be something 
to be said in favor of a conformity to it by 
the municipal departments, although it is 
evident that those departments should be 
the last to conform to it, since the persons 
who order the closing would simply be 
giving away other people’s money. But if 
anybody wishes to establish such a custom, 
and gain favor for it among respectable 
employers, he ought to be particularly anx- 
ious that it should not be introduced to them 
under the auspices of the Board of Alder- 
men. 

A short-sighted “‘Short Hour League,” 
alleged to be composed of laboring men, 
has, however, been thanking the Alder- 
men for their efforts to secure a holiday for 
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the laborers in the employ of the City, 
the “‘ Short Hour League” be not a mythi- 
cal body, nor composed exclusively of mu- 
nicipal laborers, it is composed of unwise 
, persons. For the “ efforts’ of the Aldermen 
are simply to create a privileged class of la- 
borers, who shall work five days and a half 
for the same wages for which other laborers 
are required to work six days. In addition 
tothe injustice of this arrangement, the half- 
holiday is taken at the expense of the labor- 
ers who not only get no half-holiday but 
part of whose wages is diverted to pay for 
the municipal work which must be done, 
and which they help pay other laborers for 
not doing on Saturday afternoons. Alder- 
men and members of the ‘‘Short Hour 
League” are doubtless under the delusion 
that ‘‘the rich” pay the taxes, and that half 
a day’s wages a week can be given away by 
the City without injuring ‘‘the laboring 
man.’’* While this delusion remains the 
Aldermen will probably continue to vote 
for communistic propositions and the ‘ Short 
Hour League” to rally round them for so 


doing.

AMHRICAN BEEF IN ENGLAND. 


The British House of Commons presented 
on Tuesday one of those absurd spectacles 
which people are very apt to exhibit who do 
not venture to avow their real reasons for their 
actions, and are compelled to invent sham 
reasons. Mr. Henry CHAPLIN moved a 
resolution to prohibit the importation of 
American cattle, and the House adopted this 
resolution by the close vote of 200 to 192. 
It prohibits the importation of cattle from 
countries in which the laws or the sanitary 
condition of the cattle do not afford rea- 
sonable security against the foot and mouth 
disease. This country has been officially 
decided to come within that description by 
an order in Council, which Lord Cartrne- 
FORD refused to revoke on the application 
of a deputation of remonstrants, and the 
House of Commons has now in effect con- 
firmed the order. 

It would be underrating the intelligence of 
the members of the House of Commons to 
suppose that more than a dozen of the men 
who voted with Mr. Cuapirin did not know 
as well as we do that there is no more dan- 
ger of extending the foot and mouth disease 
by importing cattle from this country than 
from any other country; not as much as in 
importing cattle to this country from Eng- 
land, if the preamble of the resolution about 
the prevalence of the disease in England be 
warranted. The simple truth is that the 
importation of American cattle threatens 
the profits of the British cattle-raiser—that 
is to say, of the landed interest, which con- 
trols the House of Commons as well as the 
House of Lords. The landed interests are 
on one side and the interests of. the 
rest of the nation on the other. The 
issue between them is as distinctly raised 
on the question of cheap beef as it was in 
the agitation for the repeal of the corn laws 
on the question of cheap breadstuffs. The 
exclusion of American beef from England 
is as evidently a protectionist measure as the 
exclusion of American pork from Germany. 
The hypothesis of a foot and mouth disease 
serves the same purpose of a pretext in the 
one case as the hypothesis of trichine in the 
other. The House before voting to exclude 
American cattle showed that it knew what 
it was about by voting down a proposition 
for an investigation to ascertain whether 
the assumption of disease on which the 
resolution was based had or had not any 
foundation in fact. 

This is a fresh proof, if any fresh proof 
were needed, that in spite of all the Parlia- 
mentary reforms of the last fifty years the 
landholders of England are still, in both 
houses, the legislators of England. : Mr. 
CuaPurn, for example, who moved this res- 
olution, is not only a son-in-law of the Duke 
of SUTHERLAND, one of the greatest landhold- 
ers in Great Britain, but is himself a landed 
proprietor, with a rent roll of £30,000 a 
year. The disingenuousness of his action 
makes it doubtful whether British politics 
would lose much by the substitution of the 
dreaded ‘‘morals of trade’’ for the sense of 
honor of the aristocracy. But, to do him 
justice, he could not keep up the discredita- 
ble farce which he set out to play, but be- 
fore the close of his speech let the protec- 
tionist cat out of the sanitary bag with the 
ingenuous remark that ‘‘one of the best 
means of securing a meat supply was to en- 
courage home production’’ by paying more 
for beef raised by his tenants than American 
beef could be bought for. The American 
consumer is sadly aware what that kind of 
talk means. 

The immediate result of this action will 
only be to increase the shipment of the com- 
peting article in the form of dressed meat 
and to diminish it in the form of live cattle. 
We are ourselves not without blame in the 
premises. A few years ago we had a very 
promising trade in dairy products. Un- 
scrupulous manufacturers have done their 
best to kill this trade, and have greatly re- 
duced it by shipping and selling animal 
fat for’ butter and‘ lard for cheese. 
It is now plausibly asserted that a 
great portion of the lard of com- 
merce is mixed with baser matter. These 
things have given the British consumer a 
natural disgust for American food products 
in general. lt is not very surprising that 
British prejudice should have gone the 
length of an imagination that our diabolical 
ingenuity had hit upon some method of 
adulterating beef on the hoof. It is not to 
be supposed that members of Parliament 
share the prejudice to thisextent. But they 
are able successfully to appeal to 1t in de- 
fense of their own class interests against the 
public interests, when if there were no such 
prejudice they would promptly be bullied 


out of any attempt at class legislation.

The joint committee of the Lords and 
Commons which reported against the Chan- 
nel tunnel was so divided in the reasons 
which moved the majority that no attempt 
was made to explain them. There is no 
doubt, however, that, in one way or an- 
other, the opponents of the scheme shared 
the peculiar popular feeling on the subject 
which prevails with the majority of English- 
men. This feeling is not exactly fear of the 
French, but fear of a panic. It is reasoned 
that, whether or not the French could use the 
tunnel for an invasion, enough people would 
believe that they could do so to unsettle the 


money market and produce great confusion . 


at the first rumor of serious disagreement 
between the two nations. It is a striking 


proot of the extre the condi- 
tions on which English business is done that 
such an apprehension shotild have so much 
weight. The actual danger from the tun- 
nel is not perceptible, and in the French 
journals the conduct of the English is the 
subject of much excellent and biting satire, 
but the feeling which produces the opposi- 
tion is very genuine and will only disappear 
gradually. 


The consular service of the United States is 
poorly paid for, except in the case of a few of the 
more important consulships, such as those at Lon- 
don and Liverpool. Yet Judge Lawnence, ths Piest 
Controllerof the Treasury, has renderea a decisio« 
that a newly appointed Consul may not begin to 
draw his salary when he receives his commission, 
duly signed, but must wait until he reaches his post, 
which may lie in a remote country to which the 
journey is very expensive. This decision was ren- 
dered in acase affecting a South American con- 
sulship. Many of these small positions, the annual 
salaries of which are mere pittances, are diffi- 
cult to fill with men of suitable ability, and 
the sagacious First Controller of the Treas- 
ury wishes, evidently, to make the task 
of the Executive in this matter still more 
difficult. These small consulates are nevertheless 
important offices, and when held by the right sort 
of men are of much value to the Federal Govern- 
ment. When a Consul is paid only in fees, of course 
his remuneration does not begin until he actually 
goes to work at his post, but there seems to be no 
sensible reason why a salaried Consul should not 
be paid from the time he takes the oath of office 
and furnishes the required bond. If any newly 
appointed officer lingers at home instead of pro- 
ceeding to his post at the appointed time, he can 
easily be made to understand his duties, without 
straining the law so as to punish the just as well 
as the unjust, in a manner unworthy of a great 
nation.

From Seventy-second-street to One Hundred 
and Tenth there is no direct drive across Central 
Park between Fifth and Eighth avenues, and since 
upper Fifth-avenue and the adjacent side streets 
have been built up with fine residences the occu- 
pants of them have felt the need of a new trans- 
verse road in the Park. WNinety-seventh-street 
crosses the Park as a sunken road, but ita rough 
stone pavement and dismal walls of rock do not 
make it a pleasant avenue to drive showy teams 
through. The Park Commissioners seem to be will- 
ing to grant the request of many petitioners for the 
construction of the new drive, and have ordered a 
survey to be made for that purpose. Whether this 
alteration in the original design of the pleasure- 
ground will provoke the hostility of those con- 
servative folk who have opposed encroachments 
upon and alterations in the Park in past years re- 
mains to be seen. It is certain that alterations anda 
“improvements” of the original plans have already 
been made to such an extent, in some narts of Cen- 
tral Park, that the gentlemen who laid the Park out 
have difficulty to-day in recognizing some of their 
work. The proposed ‘* Rotten Row,” for the ben- 
efit of horsemen, alongside of the East Drive, has 
not been heard of recently.

Three of Mr. PrERRE LORILLARD’s string of 
race-horses, including the great /roquois, returned 
yesterday from England to their native shores, 
with their tails between their legs, so to speak. 
American horses have done nothing to mention in 
England for two seasons. The victories of /roguois 
and Forhail in 1881 made that a very memorable 
year in the annals of the turf. The Derby, the St. 
Leger, the Grand Prix, the Cesarewitch, and the 
Cambridgeshire, we believe—all the great prizes, 
in fact, except the “cups”—fell to the 
two strangers. It was no wonder that Eng- 
lish turfmen viewed the portentons series, 
like makers of platforms, with apprehension 
and alarm, and that the philosophers invented 
theories, ranging from the rarity of the American 
atmosphere to the succulence of the blue grass of 
Kentucky, to account for the superiority of the 
transplanted thorough-bred. Certainly the num- 
ber of American victories in proportion to. the 
number of American horses in training on the 
English turf seemed to call for some sort of inter- 
national explanation. But the truth seems to have 
been simply that Yowxhall and /roqguois, in their 
8-year-old form, were extraordinary animals for 
either side of the water, and the seasons of 1882 
and 1883 have not justified any generalization from 
these horses to the superiority of the American 


thorough-bred in general.

Gen. Le Duc, the world-famous tea-raising 
ex-Commissioner of Agriculture, was lately way- 
laid in San Francisco by a reporter and com- 
pelled to disgorge his opinions of the present Ad- 
ministration. It is almost needless to say that ex- 
Commissioner Lz Duc has a very méan opinion of 
the present Administration, especially of the pres- 
ent Commissioner of Agriculture, who, he says, 
“knows ag much about agriculture as—as—vwell, 
never mind.” Having dismissed Commissioner 
Lorine thus easily, Gen. Le Duc disoussed the sub- 
ject of tea-raising; venting his incignation onthe 
present Administration for its indifference to that 
valuable industry. “ Why, do you know,” said the 
ex-Commissioner, ‘‘ that the best tea-taster in New- 
York mistook our tea for India tea and could not 
be persuaded that it was grown in this country?’ 
This is probably a true statement, but, like a great 
many others emanating from experimenters, it does 
not gofar enough. Gen. Ls Duc forgot to add that 
his wonderful tea, whieh deceived even the best 
tea-taster in New-York, cost the Government $27 
per pound.& Certainly Ls Duo did raise tea, and 
others can raise it, but not at a profit, unless all 
tea importation is absolutely prohibited by law.

JUDGES AND LAWYERS. 


HOW LONG PLEADINGS EXHAUST TRE Pas 
TIENCE AND HEALTH OF THE COURT. 
From the New-Orléans Times-Democrat. 

Judges are often as greatly puzzled as juries 
by the elaboration, verbosity, and confusea and 
complicated statements and argumentation of 
lawyers. Indeed, instances have been at least re- 
ported of such pressure being brought upon the 
minds of Judges and counselors by the too elabo- 
rate and wire-drawn sophistry and “‘lengthiness” 
of ingenious attorneys as to produce congestion of 
the brain. The sudden death of the celebrated 
William Pinckney, of Maryland, in the midst of 


& prolonged argument before the United States 
Court at Norfolk. Va., was attributed to the severe 
pressure upon his logical faculties,.and his re- 
sources of law learning imposed by the equa!:y.dis- 
tinguished lawyer and statesman, afterward a creat 
Senator from Virginia, Walter Tazewell. Mr. 
Tazewell’s reputation at the Bar of Virginia for 
keen and wily analysis, and sinuous and ingenious 
logic, made him the most dreaded adversary at the 
Federal Bar, and the terror of the Judges, who 
were compelled to follow and keep up with him in 
his arguments. Toan excitable, bigh-strung. and 
brilliantiy rhetoricai orator like Pinckney, Taze 
well proved a terrible infliction, and while en- 
gaged all night in the study and preparation of a 
reply to Mr. Tazewell’s argument ina great jead- 
ing case In admiralty he was seized with apo- 
pleetic symptoms, which terminated his brilliant 
career before the case had been closed. 

There was once an old lawyer at our Par, an 
Irishman by birth, who was famous for the length 
of his speeches, frequently consuming several! days 
in their delivery. On one occasion he was opposed 
by that great advocate, John i. Grymes. who 
never in his life made a speech of more than twe 
hours’ length, and was very impatient and sarcas- 
tic toward adverse counsel who —— on him 
~ —_ of following them in s es of greater 
ength. 

On the occasion referred to; in a hearing before 
a fat old French Judge, Col. Grymes was com- 
pelled to listen toa speech of two days from the 
old Irish counselor. On the third day. when the 
lawyers assembled in the court were waiting for 
the Judge, a Deputy Sheriff suddenly appeared 
with avery grave and panic-stricken expression, 
and announced that the Judge had that night died 
of apoplexy. On his appearance in another court 
with his usually solemn and grave expression. he 
was questioned by his bretbren as to the cause of 
the death of the death of Judge P. 

“He was murdered,” replied the solemn ol¢ 
counselor. 

“ And by whom!” was the next query. 

“ By I. XN.” referring to his old adversary. 

ow?” 

“ By a two days’ argument on a peremptory ex 
ception.”’ 

This wasa grim piece of jocularity. bat was 
characteristic of the cynical old advocate. 

Another of our Judges narrowly escaped the 
same sorrowful effect of too great elaboration aud 
longthiness of speech, and wear and tear of pa- 
tience and nerve, when the party subjecting him 
to the infliction was no commissioned attorney or 
learned jurist, but no other person than a hand- 
some littie woman of bright eyes, golden Dair, yolu- 
ble speech, and invincible pluck and energy. This 
was Myra Clarke Gaines, whoavpeared beforeJudce 
Buchanan, of the First District Court, to argue her 
own case, on the retirement of ber eminent coun- 
sel, who threw up her case on account of certain 
decisions of the Judge which they regarded as un; 

ust and unsustained by law. en the veteran 

ero of Fort Erie, the ranking lineal! officer In tha 
United States moe who sat by the side of his 
young wife, clothed in full uniform, with all the 
insignia of his rank, and of his exploits in war, 
arose to his fall height, and addressing the court 
with the dignity of the old style, announced that as 
the legal defenderof the lady plaintiff, be requested 
of the court to permit her to present her case to the 
juryinher own way. Having enjoyed in early 
manhood the privilege of studying the common 
and chancery law under his distinguished relative, 
long the iliustrious Chief-Justice of Virginia, he 
was not unacquainted with the duties and rights 
of litigants. He therefore asked that the lady in 
this case be permitted to state to the jury ber own 
case, with which she was perhaps more familiar 
than himself orherattorneys. “ Who,” ejaculated 

the spiritea little woman, “have been driven out 
of court by your Honor.” 

At this remark and the bearing of the lady the

To which menace the veteran soldier, rising, re- 
sponded that he stood “ ready torespond to any 
and all demands of responsibility for the acts and 
sayings of the lady in every form and manner reo 
ognized among gentlemen.” 

Whereupon the Judge interpolated the sueges- 
tion that the court would not be overawed by any 
display of military arrogance and warlike equip- 
ment in the discharge of the powers and duties of 
his position. 

“Your honor gravely misconstrues my appear 
ance in this court in the uniform of my rank in the 
army, in conformity to the regulations of the War 
Department, and from my respect for the civil 
authority,in the defense of which I stand pledged 
promptly on all occasions to draw the sword ] 
bear.’”? Stimulated by the decisive and maniy bear 
ing of her veteran spouse, the unconquerabile littl¢ 
lady then interposed with a fierce exception to the 
authority of the Judge to preside in tne trial of her 
case, he having once acted as attorney in 
some proceeding arising out of one of her 
many suits. Here was a recusation, of which 
the Judge declared he would take notice 
and upon which he would hear argu- 
ment. Mrs. Gaines thereupon, addressing 
the jury, proceeded to present the whole history 
of her remarkable case, the Jadge in vain inter- 
posing and insisting that the question of recuse 
tion must be argued to the court and preliminarily 
decided. But it was in vain, and the Judge, witn 
reddened face and flasnitig eyes, resigned himself 
to his fate, while the lady consum d the whole 
day’s session of the court, and on the arrival of 
the hour of adjournment the Judge, with an air of 
intense relief. reminded her that her argument 
must be continued over. 

The next day, when the time arrived for the 
opening of the court, the Deputy Sheriff announced 
that the Judge bad been taken quite il! on retiring 
to his home after the day's excitement. Mrs, 
Gaines had proved too much for the stout and 
spirited Judge, who did not make his appearanee 
in court for several days. When he did he over 
ruled the exception of recusatior and quietly, but 
evidently much enfeebled by his recent ailment 
resigned himself to his miserable fate, and at the 
close of the lady’s speech gave the vase tothe jury. 
Neitner the jury northe court to which the cave 
was carried on appeal were ever able to arrive at 
any satisfactory solution of the questions so elab 
orately and excitedly discussed.

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FRANCE AGAIN IN TROUBLE 


—-@ 
OUTRAGES OF WHICH GREAT BRIT- 
; AIN COMPLAINS. 
INDIGNITIES WHICH CAUSED THE DEATH OF 
TNE BRITISH CONSUL AT TAMATAVE— 
THE TUNIS AND TONQUIN AFFAIRS. 
Lonpon, July 11.—Mr. Gladstone, in re- 
ply to Sir Stafford Northcote, said that when 
the French occupied Tamatave, Madagascar, 
and proclaimed a state of siege, the British 
Consul there was suffering from a serious ill- 
ness, which the political crisis aggravated. 
His secretary was arrested in his presence. 
Admiral Pierro, the French commander, or- 
dered the sick man to leave Tamatave within 
24 bours. The Consu! died seven hours after 
receiving the notice. Admiral Pierre also 
stopped communications between the British 
man-of-war Dryad, which was stationed there, 
and the shore, and her Captain was only al- 
lowed to make a verbal protest against this 
proceeding. The flags of all the foreign Con- 


suls wete hauled down. Mr. Gladstone also 
stated that an English missionary named 
Sbaw had been arrested at Tamatave and 
remains in prison. The charge against him 
was not known. Inquifies had been made re- 
garding its nature, but the only answer re- 
ceived was that the law must take its course. 
Mr. Gladstone in conclusion said: “In an- 
nouncing these grave and painful occurrences 
I can oniy now say that we must await the re- 
ceipt ot further details, We must also await 
those communications from the French Gov- 
ernment which the case may require, which 
we have intimated we expect, and which it 
would be our duty to make under similar cir- 
cumstances.” Mr. Gladstone’s remarks were 
followed by cheers. 

The above statement by Mr. Gladstone 
created a painful impression in the House. 
While the proceedings of the French are cal- 
tuiated to’strain the present relations between 
England and France, it is not generally be- 
lieved that a serious rupture will ensue. No 
reply to the demand upon the French Govern- 
ment for explanations made by Lord Gran- 
ville, the British Foreign Secretary, had been 
received up to the hour of the adjournment of 
the house. Jt is generally expected that 
when all the facts aré known the French Gov- 
ernment will express regret for the occvr- 
rences complained of, and will, as a mark of 
ber disapproval thereof, recall] Admiral tierre. 

Advices dated June 6 from Gaboon, the cap- 
ital of the French colony of that name 
on the west coast of Africa, state 
that tbe French commandant there has 
arbitrarily searched English merchants 
and fined those having arms in their possession, 
and has interfered with schoois of American 
missionaries, refusing to permit the teaching 
of any language but the French. 

Lonxpon, July 12.—The /aily News this 
morning says it may be safely assumed that 
the Madagascar matter is engaging the 

ttention of the German and United 
States Governments, both of which had 
Consuls ata Tamatave when that town was 
occunied by the French. The News and other 
morning papers anticipate thata loyal and 
candid explanation of her action in Madagas- 
car will speedily be given by France. 

Tunis, July 11.—Ibe French recently im- 
prisoned a Maltese because he engaged in a 
fracas with an officer, and intend to court- 
martial him. The arrest caused much il!-feel- 
ing in the British colony, anda demand for the 
release of the prisoner was made. The French 
refused to band bim over to the British Con- 
sul. The matter has been referred to the 
French and British Governments. 

Paris, July 11.—News has been received 
here that China bas appointed M. Makien, a 
Europeanized diplumat, to negotiate with M. 
Tricou, the French Minister, relative to the 
Tonquin affair. 

There was an exciting scene in the Chamber 
pf Deputies last evening, owing to M. Paul de 
Cassagnac declaring, in the course of his re- 
marks, that the Tonquin expedition was due 
to stock jobbing motives. Quiet was finally re- 
stored by the passage of a resolution exclud- 
ing M. de Cassagnac from the Chamber for a

CROP PROUSPEC1S OUT WEST.

CONFLICTING REPORTS FROM THE WHEAT 
COUNTRY IN MINNESOTA, 

Sr. Pavut, Minn., July 11.—Reports from 
the country as to the condition of the crops are 
very conflicting, so much so that from them it is 
an utter impossibility to make any forecast what- 
ever as to what the harvest will be. Arrivals from 
the same section of country sud separated by only 
a few miles had different reports to make. Some 
said the crops never looked better, while others 
tnought they were poorand the yield would fall 
greatly below that generally expected. The rains 
that have fallen during the past few weeks in the 
north especially, have been purely local, and in 
many instances showers have been noticed to ap- 


proach within a mile or two of each other, leaving 
the in‘ervening ground dry as a pipe-stem. The 
principal] trouble seems to be with the late-sown 
seed and with the poor cultivation upon the new 
breakings. ‘Ihis trouble arises from the fect that 
the grain is not very high and the heads ure very 
thin, giving the sun full sweep to bake the ground. 
Then when rain talls the hot sun following boils 
the water and scalds the tender roots. With the 
early sown grain and that put in old ground the 
sun has not this chance, as tne grain is suffivientiy 
high and thick to shade the ground and thus retain 
the moisture from the heavy dews and rains. 
A well-known farmer from the Red River 
Valiey, who was in St, Paul yesterday, 
said that were it not for the heavy dew 
genera! through this part of tne country the pres- 
ent dry spell would have already resulted very 
disas'rously. The dews, he said, are so heavy that 
one walking through the fields ii. the early morn- 
ing would be soaked through with water from the 
knees down. Though the drv weather continues, 
those who know the country have no fears what- 
ever for the probable outcome of the present 
dreught, and it is only those who are unacquainted 
with the climate who are at all trightened. Yes- 
terday a heavy shower occurred near the Stzxte 
boundary line, and grain of ali kinds was much 
benefitted. Unfertunately, though the shower was 
very heavy, it wasnot extensive. Mr. Kelso, of the 
large Kelso farm, near Haliock, expects that this 
year will prove a repetition of 1881, and fully an- 
ticipate raising 26 bushels of wheat to the acre un 
bis farm of several thousand acres.

THE FIRST RABBIS EDUCATED IN THIS COUN- 
TRY—COLONY IN KANSAS. 

CINCINNATI, July 11.—The Hebrew Union 
Council continued its}work to-day.A committee was 
appointed, of whichthe President is Chairman, on 
the centennial anniversary of the birth of Sir Moses 
Montefiore. The Committee on Hebrew Union Col- 
lege reported in favor of adopting the President's 
recommendations regarding the curricuium with 
the exception that all the books of the Pentateuch 
instead of two shall be taught in the preparatory 
department. The report was adopted. The Com- 
mittee on Agricultural Pursuits reported in favor 


of committing that work to the Cincinnati 
Agricuitural Aid Society, and recommended 
that belp be extended to this society. A prosper- 
ous colony has been established in Kansas by this 
society. The report of the committee will be con- 
sidered to-morrow. The Treasurer's report show-d 
$23,000 in the sinking fund. The Committee on 
Circuit Preaching reported in favor of engaging 
circuit preachers in districts where the Hebrew 
population are scattered, but regretted that some 
more effective system could no: be adopted. At 
the meeting of the Rabbinical Association a 
resolution was adopted requtsting the union 
to provide a fund for the support of 
enfeebled ministers in their old age. Committees 
were appointed to report upon Sabbath-scnool 
work and Sabbaib-schoo! literature. The Com- 
mencement exereises at the Hebrew College oc- 
curred at the Plum-Street Tempie this afternoon, 
when a class of four, the first to go out from 
the institution, was graduated. Tiey received 
the Rabiinical degree, and are the first 
Rabbis educated in this country. Three 
of them become Pastors of churches in Mo- 
bile, Fort Wayne, and Kansas City, and the 
fourth has been appointed an instructor in the 
college. Itis eight years since the college was 
started. Twenty-one text-books bave been pre- 
pared specially for the use of its etudents. The 
Rabbis from a distance who participated in the 
exercises were the Rey. Dr. Benjamin Szold, of 
Baltimore, and the Rev. Dr. Kobler, of New-York.

MANAGING THE RAILWAYS

SUDDEN INCREASE IN THE GRAIN 
TRAFFIC OF THE ERIE. 
THE CHARGE THAT THE ROAD I8 CUTTING 
DENIED BY iTS OFFICE RS—INDICATIONS 
OF A POSSIBLE WAR OF RATES. 

Reports of the amount of grain received in 
this City trom the West bave shown the Erie Rail- 
road to be receiving more than the amount which 
the other railroads expected ittoreceive. The New- 
York Ceurral andthe Erie are the natural carriers 
of tho grain coming to New-York and absorb the 
bulk of the business. Both have extensive terminal 
facilities. The New-York Central has usually been 
the heaviest carrier, but for some time, however, 
according to the reports prepared to show the 
amounts transported, the Erie has far exceeded its 
competitor in the business. Last week the Erie 
brought in round numbers 200,000 bushels of grain, 
while the Central brought only 57,000. The Central 
should have brought, it is said, 220,000 bushels. The 
week before the difference was even greater. 
Tne subject has been Jaid before Commissioner 
Fink to find out why this state of things exists. A 
railroad official explained yesterday that the trou- 
ble lay in the West among the roads leading out 
of Chicago, and very likely no trunk line could be 
found guilty itself of cutting. The reason why the 
Erie fared so well, he said, was plain. The Grand 
Trunk supplied it with business. The Grand Trunk 


had always had a reputation for cuiting rates, and 
of late it had been slashing to a greater extent 
than ever before. if the accoints were to be he- 
lieved. For two months, at least, it, had been 
freely charged with cutting. although it had de- 
nied the accusation. The Chicago and Atiantie, 
the Erie’s new line out of Chicago, does not belong 
to the Chicago poo! and is at liberty to do what 
it pleases. Then the Chicago, St. Louis and 
Pittsburg, of the old Pan Handle route, is 
not a member of the pool, and, proclaiming itseif 
an indevendent line, has made rates to suit itself. 
It turns over a large amount of business to the 
Erie, and this explanation ought to be sufficient. 
The prospect is that some protective policy will 
have to @6 adopted to prevent the otber roads, 
which suffer, from waging war. The joint agent 
in Chicago, the gentleman said, has no hand in 
the distribution of business except among the 
pool roads. The others can, of course, take all 
they can get.. The permanent percentages of the 
trunk lines have not been established, and it be- 
hooves them to take every pound of freight that 
comes to them. 

An officer of the Erie Road said that the road 
could not be accused of cutting. It did not takea 
pound of freight at less than the pool rates. 
Although the Chicago and Atlantic was an Erie 
line it was treated as a foreign road inthe matter 
of making rates. The Erie knew of no cutting by 
its ¢onnections, and did not countenance it. A. 
Mackay, the General Freight Agent of the 
Chicago and Atlantic, was a very popu- 
jar man in the West, and got a_ great 
deal of business on account of his popu- 
jarity, but the figures did not show that the 
Chicage and Atlantic had been getting an unusual 
amount of business out of Chicag«, but, on the eon- 
trary,avery modest amount. The grain carried 
by the Erie consisted almost entirely of corn and 
oats at present. The corn was mainly out of con- 
dition. The Erie had superior facilities at its ele- 
vators here for handling that kind of grain. The 
corn was graded in going in and again on coming 
out.

Louis and Pittsburg and made independent of that 
road, Commissioner Fink was informed by Presi- 
dent Seott, of the new company, that it would 
make an application fora percentage of the east- 
bound live stock traffic from this city. The mat- 
ter was treated lightly by the Executive Commit- 
tee, as the new company had not added a mile of 
new road, but was simply reorganized and its per- 
centage was Included in that of the Pennsylvania 
Compauy. It is deciared that the new company is 
imperative, however, in its demands for a per- 
centage, and a letter of Presideat Scott, which is 
published this morning, makes a claim for 15 per 
cent. of the live stock business. 

The Colorado Traffic Association was in session 
here yesterday and to-day considering the re-en- 
actment of the pool on business west of the Mis- 
souri liver, as the existing pool expires on July 31. 
The members of the association were unable to 
reach an understanding on the matter of percent- 
ages. As Mr. J. F. Tucker was appointed arbitrator 
to fix percentages under the existing pool, it was 
thought bis suggestions would be valuable, but as 
he is now in the East and will not return for some 
time an adjournment was taken until Aug. 6.

BURIAL OF ARCHBISHOP PURCELL. 


A LARGE AND IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL IN THE 
CINCINNATI CATHEDRAL. 
CrncrnnatTI, Obio, July 11,—The funeral! of 
Archbishop Purcell was one of the most solemn 
services ever seen in the cathedral which he built. 
At 9 o'clock crowds were at the gates seeking ad- 


| mission by cards previously distributed. The body 


of the cathedral was thus soon filled, and then 
other persons were admitted to stand Inside the 
aisles. The centre aisle was kept clear. Seats 
were provided on the platform for the press. The 
body of the dead Archbisbop lay as placed yester- 
day in a casket at the head of the main aisle, with 
the face visible to those infront. The interior 
of the cathedral was heavily draped. Bishop El- 
der, coadjutor of the deceased Archbishop, was 
the celebrant of the occasion, the Rev. W. J. Hal- 
ley, assistant priest; the Rev. J. C. Albrink, dea- 
con; the Rev. J. B. Murray, sub-deacon; acolytes— 
The Rev. H. Ferneding and the Rev. F. X. Dutton; 
book-bearer—the Kev. P. A. Quinn; candie-bearer 
—W. H. Sidley; censer—The Rev. Edward Hickey; 
Masters of ceremonies—The Rev. H. Mueller, the 
Rev. Thomas S, Byrne, and the Rev. J. F. Schuen- 
hoft; pall-bearers—The Rev. J. J. O'Donohue, the 
Kev. B. Menge, tne Rev. Charles Hane, tne Kev. H. 
Kemper, the Rev. W. M. O'Rourke, and the Rev. 
F. Doyle. There were fully 100 priests in white in 
addition to the Bishops, and the Archbishops, in 
purple, were on the other side of the main altar. 
while the priests selected for the chanting occu- 
pied the main aisle. It was9:20 o'clock when the 
organ proclaimed the beginning of the ceremonies. 

Dur'ng the robing of the celebrant a bass’ solo 
was epng by T. J. Sullivan. Then followed the 
solemn ritual of the pontificial requiem mass. The 
musical portion included the Intr..it, by chanters; 
Tractus, by chanters; Kyrie, by male chorus; 
Dies Ire. from Mozart’s Requiem, by quar- 
tet and chorns; Domine Jesu, by the male chorus; 
Sanctus Benedictus and Agnus Dei, ty male 
chorus; Bishop’s Miserere, by male chorus. The 
whole was under the dire-tion of G. A. Broeck- 
honel. The music wasof a high order of merit 
and was rendered with deep feeling. The Eleva- 
tion of the Host was marked by the most profound 
devotional attitude throughout the whole of the 
erowded cathedral, 

At 11 o'clock, mass being ended, Bishop Gilmour 
delivered a eulogy. Ho began bya reference to 
the high office and high resp nsibilities of priest- 
hood. There were two orders in societ:—human 
and Divine. Kings and magistrates represent the 
human aod the priexthood represent the Divine. 
This gives this scene its significance, The Bishop 
gave a brief biographicai sketch of the life 
of the deceased, dwelling with emphasis on 
the severe labors performed ty the Archbishop 
in the early years of his apnointn.ent to 
the Diocese of Ohio, and showed what a 
mighty power thedead prelate wielded in the 
Catholic growth of the West. The 14 priests of 50 
years ago have increased to 480, the 16 churches to 
500, and the 6,000 Catholics to 500,000. Archbishop 
Purcell, it was true, was aided in producing these 
results, but to him belongs the honor of outlining 
the great work. Speaking of his financial failure, 
the speaker said that it was commented on most 
widely, but not even his bitterest foe ever c :arged 
Archbishop Purcell with dishonesty or evil intent. 
Poor he came irto ‘he world, poor he lived, and 
poor he went out of the world. The pathway 
of his whole life was strewn with works 
of kindness for the poor. The _ speaker 
said: Passions have calmed and _ history 
is written. Archbishop Purcell’s memory 
will rise far above the shadow of reproach. He 
mistook the principies on which business must be 
eonducted, Lut he was not guilty of wrong. He 
closed with a touching and eloquent tribute to the 
personal eharacter and moral worth of the de- 
ceased, during which many shed tears. The ser- 
mon was followed by the solemn ceremony of ab- 
solution, repeated by each of the five Archbishops 
present. It was 12:45 o’clock when this was ended, 
yet the house was as packed asit was at the be- 
ginning. A procession was then formed and 
marched through the streets, returning past the 
cathedral, where it was joined by the hearse con- 
taining the remains, and proeeeded to the station 
to take the train for St. Martins. 


AN UNPOPULAR CANDIDATE. 


THE GEORGIA LEGISLATURE REJECTS ONE 
OF THE GOVERNOR'S NOMINEES, 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 11.—Gov. McDaniel 
met with a marked rebuff to-day. His course 
hitherto has been extremely cautious, giving of- 
fense more by inaction than otherwise. One of the 
first duties devolving on him when the Legislature 
met was the nomination of a City Judge and So- 
licitor for Atlanta. For botb positions there were s 
score of applicants. For the Judgeship the Govern- 
or nominated R. F. Dorsey, who was promptly 
confirmed by the Senate. For Solicitor the name 
of William Bray was sent in, and on this issue the 


contest was joined. Yesterday the Seaate spent 
the entire day in a heated discussion over the 
nominations. It was charged that Bray had 
been a Greenbacker and later an Independ- 
ent, and even as late as one year 
ago Bray's pame appeared as one of a 
committee appointed bry the Felton-Markham- 
House coalition to defeat the Democracy. That he 
was pow a Democrat did not condone his previous 
coonection with another party. Democrats do not 
want Independents back in the ranks, and if they 
do come they must remain on probation. Lastly, 
it was asserted that Bray was a kinsman of the 
Governor, and it ill-befitted the Arcadian Gov- 
ernor to start upon his official career by such 
giaring nepotism. On a vote the nomination was 
decidedly rejected. The session of the Senate 
closed in much confusion, a great deal of bitter 
talk being indulged against McDaniel for nominat- 
ing an Independent, This is rexarded as the open- 
ing of the next Gubernatorial campaign.

on Sept. 1. When the agreement was entered 
into a year ago the production was limited 
to 40 per eent. of the eapacity. This, in view of 
the low prices and the large quantity of whisky in 
bond in Kentucky, was considered too great, 
and the production was subsequently limit- 
ed to 380 and then to 2 per cent. of 
the capacity. The last percentage was 
found too small to afford § a_ profit 
on investments, and it was agreed to-day to 
make the limit 25 per cent. of the capacity, to take 
effect Sept.1,or at such subsequent date as the 
Executive Committee might fix.

‘ Louis, who, after a brief address of welcome, said 


the time had come for action in the campaign for 
improvement of the Mississippi River. The cause 
was not a local one, but national, and needed only 
to be set properly before the people of the coun- 
try to gain their appreciation, ard through them 
to force that recognition by our national legisla- 
tare due it and so lone denied it. 

Mr. George L. Wright, Secretary of the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange Improvements Committee, 
read an elaborate argument in favor of the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River. He referred in 
somewhat sarcastic terms to the readiness with 
which Eastern Co: gressmen secure appropriations 
for small streams in their sections. and contrasted 
it with the herculean labor necessary to induce 
Congress to do anything for the grext river. He 
»aid the assemblage before him wae evidence that 
the people of the Mississippi Valley were deter- 
mined to push their needs upen the notice of Con- 
gress, He advocated that the work be begun to- 
day and kept up unremittingly until certain results 
were achieved.

THE TEWKSBURY INQUIRY. 


HEARING OF THE EVIDENCE TO BE CLOSED 
TO-NIGHT. 

Boston, Mass., July 11.—A majority of the 
Tewksbury committee reported to the House this 
forenoon that Thomas J. Marsh, Jr., refuses to 
produce memorandum books showing the disposal 
of the bodies. The facts of the case are recited 
for the House to act npon. The minority report is 
presented, saying that the committee has ali the 
essential facta; that Marsh’s memorandum con- 
tains the names of the bodies dissected; that Gov. 
Butler used the names furnished by Hall, one of 


his witnesses, ina wav contrary to decency; that 
no chance for a similar course with other memo- 
randa should be allowed, and that the matter be 
dropped. An order was introduced in the House 
this afternoon by Mr. Joyner (Democrat) that the 
Speaker issue a warrant for the arrest of Thomas 
J. Marsh, Jr., for contemptin refusing to comply 
with the order to produce his memoranda of the 
disposal of dead bodies sent from Tewksbury tor 
dissection. The order was !aid over unti] to-morrow, 

In the Tewka! ury hearing this morning the evi- 
dence of the Assayer was given to the effect that 
some of tne entries on the cash-book of T. J. 
Marsh had been altered with acids, and that the 
original amounts were larger than Marsh made 
them. The Governor introduced evidence to show 
that the previous testimony that the bodies were 
always delivered under bond was false. In the 
afternoon the time of the committee was occupied 
chiefly in hearing evidence as to the character and 
capacity of Dr. Dixwell, one of the principal wit- 
nesses for the prosecution. Some evidence reiating 
to the disposition of paupers’ old clothes was 
ruled out. John Burns (who admitted that his 
right name was Burnham) testified as to the num- 
ber of hens kept by Marsh, which the Governor 
claimed were fed by the State, and the eggs sold 
to the State. 

Ata private meeting of the committee a ques- 
tion arose on dividing the remaining time, so as to 
give Mr. Brown an opportunity to reply to the 
rebuttal evidence of the Governor. The latter 
protested earnestly, saying that too much time 
had already been wasted in arguing on Mr. 
Brown's objections. He hoped the Legisla- 
ture would allow the committee to go on at 
its leisure. The Chairman reminded him that he, 
in a recent message to that body, had said the pur- 
poser of the investigation had been accomplished. 
The Governor vigorously maintained his right to 
the remaining time, and finally left in rather an 
excited state, saying the committee could do as it 
pleasea, but he would be heard elsewhere. It was 
then voted to close the evidence to-morrow night, 
leaving Friday at tne disposal of counsel.

WHSTERN UNION'’S NEW RULES, 


WHAT PITTSBURG OPERATORS SAY OF THE 
PREDICTED 8TRIKF. 

PirtsBuRG, Penn., July 11.—The officers of 
the Telegraphers’ Brotherhood, whose head-quar- 
ters are in this city, have studiously refused to say 
anything concerning the reports that a general 
strike of telegrabhers is to be inaugurated 
until to-day, when Thomas Hughes, the 
Grand Secretary, consented to be interviewed. 
In answer to questions, Mr. Hughes said 


that the story that a strike of telegraphers was 
imminent was entirely without foundation, and 
also denied thata demana fer increased wages or 
anything elee had been made or was contemplated. 
“When it is decided to dem-nd an inerease in 
wages or anything else,’’ said Mr. Hughes, “ our 
action will not be secret, and no attempt will be 
made to take snap judgment on the telegraph 
companies.” Other members of the’ brotherhood 
made similarstatements, but one or two operators 
whose tongues were loosened with liquor asserted 
knowingly to different persons that the commer- 
cial world would have to transact its business by 
mail some day next week. All these statements 
have been pubiished, and while that of Mr. Hughes 
is generally accepted as authoritative, many per- 
sons are inclined to telieve that there will be a 
sudden movement. ‘ 

Concerning the strength of the brothernood Mr. 
Hughes said: ‘At present there are in thise un- 
try less than 20.000 operators. Of these 2.500 are in 
Canada. Of the operators, 5,000 are commercial 
and 15,000 are railroad operators. It is generally 
known that more than nine-tenths of the 
commercial operators are members of the 
brotherhood. Of the railroad operators more 
than one-half are members in good stand- 
ing, bringing the total up close to 15,000, 
The purpose of the Brotherhood of Telegraphers 
isto keep first-class men in the business and pre- 
vent them from being driven out by cheap labor, 
which isthe present policy of the company. The 
average term of years for establishing a force simi- 
lar to that in existence now is three years. Another 
object of the brotherhood is to create a feeling of 
fellowship among the men. Theresult thus f r ob- 
tained has been a joint benefit both to thecompany 
and the patrons, as very few errors have oecurred 
during the past year, whereas. formerly petty spites 
between men working together made it often im- 
sen ge to do work correctly. A member of the 

rotherhood, in sending messages to a fellow- 
operator, sends to accommodate his ability to re- 
ceive. Itisacase of mutual assistance which re- 
dounds to the berefit of all.” 


CarcaGo, July 11.—The announcement to- 
day that a strike was threatened by the Brother- 
hood of tne Telegraphers. to take place at noon 
Monday, has caused very little alarm among tele- 
graph officials. General Manager Clowry, of the 
Western Union, when asked in relation to en order 
issuea by President Eckert, changing the time of 
day men from the present rate to nine hours per 
day, said: ‘‘We have been intending for some 
time to pay extra for Sunday work, and for this 
purpose, and tomake other minor changes, a new 
rule-book was made ont. It has been delayed in 
the hands of the printers and is dated and should 
have been issued July 1.” 

— itis ot to keep the anticipated strikers 
quiet?’ 

**No, indeed, I don’t helieve there will be a 
srrike, and have never thought so. We are threat- 
ened with astrike about once a month, but there 
is no occasion here for one. The company is de- 
sirous of paying regular prices. but systematic ar- 
rangement in every city and town is impossible. 
Snould a strike occur, however, we are ready for 
it, and will not give in.” 

**T haven't heard a word of new developments,” 
saia Superintendent, Tubbs, ‘*and don’t expect to. 
Employes here are satisfied, and it would surprise 
me if they were to stand out. We are prepared if 
they do, and can stand it as long as the operators 
can.’ 


The Executive Committee of the Western 
Union Telegrash Company at its meeting yester- 
day decided to make public the facts in referenee 
to he adoption of newrules for the management 
of its business. The committee having the matter 
in charge has been holding meetings every week 
for the past three months, and has finally made its 
report, which has been adopted by the company. 
One of the most important rules in the new code is 
that determiving the hours of duty and manner of 


paving for extra service, the settlement of which 

questions hus heretofore been left largely with the 

Superintendents of the company, whose practice 

has varied according tothe requirements of the 

sesnate, affected by climatic and other considera- 
ons. 

The following is the rule which has been adopted: 

At a'l independent Western Union offices which 
may be required to kee — all day Sunday, nine 
hours‘ actual service in the day, six days in the week, 
and seven hours’ actual service at night, seven nights 
in the week, will constitute a day’s work. 

All service In excess of the above named hours, in- 
cluding Sunday, will be regarded as extra and will 
be paid for at regular salary, on the basis of seven 
hours to a day. 

The above order was issued yesterday and is in- 
terpreted by some of the operators as having been 
forced from the company by the fact that the 
Brotherhood of Telegrapbers had demanded cer- 
tain concessions and threatened a general strike 
unless their demands were at once complied with. 
Tne offieers of the company state that no demands 
have been made upon them of the gind indicated, 
and that it was necessary to issue the present order 
now because its operation affects the accounts of 
the company for the present month. It was in- 
tended to have the new rules take effect at the he- 
ginning of the company’s fiseal year, July 1, but 
the printing of the rules has been delayed unavoid- 
ably untii this time. Operators in this City say 
that nothing has been said to the company by 
them concerning any advance or adjustment of 
wages, but it is probable that official action will be 
taken ina day ortwo. The company will then be 
asked to make allowance to operators for extra 
work on Sunday nights. The statement that there 
is no dissatisfaction is denied.

ENGLAND PROIECTING HER OWN. 


—_—_+—~.--— 
HOW THE PROHIBITION OF AMERICAN CAT- 
TLE IS TO BE MET IN THIS COUNTRY. 

The passage of a law by the English House 
of Commons on Tuesday prohibiting the importa- 
tion into England of live cattle, owing to the al- 
leged prevalence of foot and mouth disease, was 
the subject of much comment among the wholesale 
cattle dealers of the City yesterday. The passage 
of the law, it was very generally stated, would not 
materially affect the amount of beef exported from 
this country. The effect, so far as American deal- 


ers are concerned, will be to do away with 
the exportation of animals on the _ hoof, 
Instead the beeves will be siaughtered here, and 
the dressed meat will be sent to England in ships 

roviied with refrigerating compartments. 

ressed beef nas already been shipped to the 
European markets in large quantities,and, although 
dealers have preferred hitherto to send the live 
stock away, they will accommodate themseives to 
cireumstances, and send over dressed beef until 
its importatfon is prohibited, and probably with 
greater pecuniary benefit. 

** The whole trouble is just here,” exclaimed one 
of the largest dealers in West Washington Market 
yesterday, ‘* Americacan raise betterand cheaper 
beef than can England. Thestock raising interests 
of that country are of considerable magnitude. 
They need protecting. England is a free trade 
country, and she cannot, theref: re, impose a pro- 
bihitory tariff to keep us out of her markets. 
Consequently the method she has taken ws 
adopted as the only way which would give pro- 
tection to her home Interests. A hue and ery was 
raised about foot and mouth disease, which, it was 
alleged. was being spread by the impertation of 
live cattle. No one bereab uts knows of any such 
disease, and | believe it to be all fal-de-rol. t's on 
a par with the trouble in Germany about American 
pork. That is, it’s all bosh, except as a 
meuns to an end, that end being the pro- 
tection of bome interests, which could 
not stand against American competition, This 
is apparent from the _ report of the 
speech of Mr. Chaplin, the father of the bill, who 
suid that the alleged diseases did not exist among 
cattle imported from British North America. Pos- 
sibly Mr. Chaplin deesn’t know it; certanly nine- 
tenths of the English people don’t know it, but 
. very dealer in this country knows it to be a fact, 
that the great bulk of the cattle exported from 
Canada come from the same points in the United 
States as do the cattle exported trom this pert. If 
the latter are affected by this sudaenly di-rovered 
disease the former must necessarily be. But Brit- 
ish Nerth America is a child of Great Britain and 
her interests must be fostered, and so she is im- 

licably, if not direetly, exempted from the prohi- 
ition to which we are ag gee 

The change in the way ia which beef is to be 
shipped hereafter will be an item of considerable 
expense to the shippers of live stock, as they will 
bave to make arrangements for slaughtering and 
shipping the careases. facilities for which a ma- 
jority of them do not now have. At present there 
is xo little profitin the bnsiness that the export 
trade has not been sought after. Well-informed men 
bere think that the direct result of the passage of 
the bill will be to largely increase the price of beef 
in the English markets. This will stimulate 
business here, and give to the dealers in dressed 
beef at least a temporary opportunity for 
large profits. The ultimate results any one at all 
familiar with American business methods can read- 
ily foretell. A new field being opened, capital and 
enterprise will be ready to occupy it. and the pres- 
ent exporters of live cattle will. as quickly as they 
oan provide themselves with facliities, become ex- 
porters of dressed beef instead. Thereis a market 
for the beef, and that market will be occupied by 
American dealers. Armour, of Chicago. who is 
preparing to become a heavy shipper of dressed 
beef, as a rival to the Swifts, it was stated vester- 
day, is so well along in his preparations that he 
will be able to at ,once enter the Euro- 
pean market, and will probably do so 
in preference to engaging actively in the 
domestic trade. Inthe meantime the live stock 
dealers see a loop-hole of escape for themselves 
which will be taken advantage of until they can 
adopt tbemselves to circumstances. _ Instead of 
shipping live cattle from New York or Boston, the 
prohibited ports, they will ship them from Canada, 
at nearly as good rates as they could get from the 
United States. This will naturally not be done 
openly, but under cover of some Canadian firm 
which can be secured to act as a commission 
house until arrangements can be made to enter 
into the dressed beef trade. English law-makers 
will find that they have got to get up very early in 
the morning to get ahead of American merchants.

TONISHED ALDERMAN WELLS. 


Alderman John Cochrane, Chairman of the 
special committee of the Common Council, which 
bas been investigating the methods of the Finance 
Department, presented to the board yesterday the 
report of that committee. As alreaay stated in 
Tax Times, the report finds much fault with 
the methods of the Finance Department, 
and advances the theory that the pecula- 
tions of William 3B. Carroll were carried 
on by the use of counterfeit coupons. 
The committee expresses its belief that the total of 
Carvoll’s defalcation 8 $148,630, the sum fixed by 
the Controlier, and not $169,460 as found by the 
Cominissioners of Accounts. The system of paying 
Interest cou; ons is described at length by the 
sormmittee, which points out that Carroll had 
absolute control of the coupons without 
any proper check on his disposition of 
them. The defalcation, the report says, was car- 
ried out in one of two ways—by a second payment 
of the same coupons or by counterfeits. The first 
theory would involve the disbursing clerks Emmet 
and Forrester as accomplices, but the character 
of *ach is unimpeached, and the committee finds 
both to be men of probity. The report argues 
at length against the theory that Carroll 


bad any accomplices, and the committee 
falls back on the theory of counterfeit coupons 
committee finds that interest appropria- 
tions have been made by the Bourd of 
Estimate and Apportionment in lump sums, 
when they should, under the charter, have 
been made in specific sums for the various classes 
of intereat.

n presenting this report Alderman Cochrane 
ila that the authority of the board had been con- 
temned, nm that the report had been printed in 
one of the City papers. On Monday, he continued, 
the report and accompanying evidence had been 
locked in the safe of City Printer Martin B. Brown, 
and thespeaker ordered that they should be pre- 
s-rved intact. On Tuesday the foreman informed 
bim that a member of the committee had sent for 
and received a copy of the report. That gentle- 
man was present and could explain. 

Alderman Wells replied that if any error had 
been committed he was responsible for it. He was 
as much astonished as Alderman Cochrane was at 
seeing the report in print. He had been guilty of 
making the mistake which enabled the newspaper 
to print the report. He sent for the report to look 
over it, and it was printed against his express re- 
quest by the person whom he had allowed to 
take it. 

Aiderman Cochrane moved the adoption of the 
report and resolutions. He urged that the Con- 
troller should not be allowed to rest under only 
$20,000 bonds, and declared that the losses in the 
department occurred because tae system was in- 
efficient and in violation of the provisions of the 
charter. It was through illegal acts and the culpa- 
ble negligence of the pees ofticer of the Fi- 
nance Department and of the Mayor that the Car- 
roll frauds were made possible. There was 
no legal liability. against an persons be- 
side those to whose culpable negligence 
these frauds were due, The officers to whom be 
referred were Mayor Cooper and Controllers Kelly 
and Campbeil. There had been culpable negligence 
on the part of subordinates in the Finunce Depart- 
ment and on the part of the superior officer of that 
department. This was within the law. The evi- 
denve taken showe: conclusively that in the pay- 
ment of interest coupons since the adoption of the 

resent charter there had not been a single war- 
hs legally drawn on the Chamberlain. A stated 
account had been signed by the Controller and 
Mayor, and that amounted te noth’ng more than a 
piece of blank paper, when the coupons—the obli- 
tions—had been passed and shuffled from one 
Garces to another until they reached Carroll to be 
shuffied into obseuritr. 

Alderman E. Duffy moved to lay the report on 
the table for a week. and the motion was lost. 
Then the report and resolutions were adopted by a 
vote of 19 to 2, the negative votes being thrown by 
Aldermen Farley and E. Duffy, and Alderman 
O’Connor not voting. Alderman E. Duffy said he 
yoted no becaure he saw no reason for censuring 
Mr Kelly or Mr. Cooper. Tne committee was con- 
tinned. on motion of Alderman Fitzpatrick, and 
600 copies of the report were ordered to be printed. 

Controller Campbell said yesterday that he did 
not care to talk »bout the report, as he had not 
had time to read it through. The Controller is 
now siaking a much more extensive and thorough 
investigation of the department accounts than 
cny yet made. Instead of confining themselves to 
the period since July, 1879. when Carroll is sup- 
posed to bave begun his pevulations, ihe examiners 
are going back of that year, and are tracing the 
history of each individual interest coupon. They 
have partially examined the accounts for 1870, 
1877, and 1878, and bave found that the first pay- 
ment of interest to Hagen & Billing—one of the 
firms to whom Carroll sold coupons—was made in 
November, 1876. Considerable pxyments were 
made to this firm in 1877. and the amount increased 
in 1878. The examination-has not yet gone far 
enough to determine whether these payments wero 
for coupons sold to Hagen & Billing by bona fide 
holders, or for those disposed of by Carroll. If the 
latter should turn out to be the case, the amount 
of Carroll's defalcation will be increased several 
shousand dollars.

MORE PAUPERS FROM ABROAD. 


POVERTY-STRICKEN ARRIVALS BY MONARCH 
LINE 8TEAMERS, 

Tho steam-ship Lydian Monarch, of the 
Monarch Line, which arrived from London on 
Tuesday evening, brought five families of assisted 
Hebrew immigrants. Simon Zamberg said that he 
came from Poland with his wife and three chil- 
dren. Be applied to the Hebrew Society in Lon- 
don for aid und received £2 and passage tickets to 
New-York. He has a relative here, who, however, 
refuses to help him. Joseph Abrahams said that he 
also came from Poland and brought his 
wife and three children. He applied to the 
Hebrew Ladies’ Society in London and re- 
ceived a passage ticket to America and 
158. He bas no _ (friends here. Louis 
Marks, also from Poland, said that he applied to 
the Hebrew Society in London and received £2 in 
addition to his passage ticket. He brought his 
wife and two children. He has arelative bere who 
he does not think would assist him, even if he 
could find his address. Superintendent Jackson 
detained these three families at Castle Garden and 
sent a communication to Mr. Allen, of the United 
Hebrew Charities, asking if he could do anything 
for the assisted immigrants. Mr. Allen replied 
that they should not be allowed to land. A num- 
ber of these people had applied to him of 


late, but they all proved to be idie and 
shiftless. When places were found for these 
pow they were too luzy to keep them. 
he United Hebrew Charities was an organiza- 
tion forthe benefit only of their people here, and 
be had no right to extend the assistance of the 
association to outsiders. The assisted Hebrew im- 
migrants were paupers, and as such they should be 
ut back on the steam-ships which brought them 
ere. The heads of the (three families mentioned said 
that they were anxious to work, but they did not 
appear to have energy enongh to support them- 
selves, Mr. Jackson sent them back to the Lydian 
Monarch. As they wiil not be allowed to land 
bere, they will have to return on the Lydian Mon- 
arch, which will sail for London on the 19th. , 

Barnet Choler. who also arrived on the Lydian 
Monarch, with his wife and five children, said that 
the Hebrew Ladies’ Society in London gave him 
passage tickets and £1 10s. He claims to havea 
rich brother in Utica. The latter was notified, and 
the Choler family would be detained at Castle 
Garden until he shouid be heard from. Morris 
Jacobs, who came with his wife and four chilaren, 
said that the London Hebrew Society gave him £1 
and passage tickets to this port by the Lydian 
Monarch. He claims to have a brother living here. 
The latter was notified, but Jacobs was detained 
at Castle Garden. If their friends do not 
eall for them, the Choler and Jacobs 
families will be sent back to London. 
Rachel Marks, a Polish immigrant, with three 
children, applied for aid at C stile Garden yester- 
day. Shesaid that she was sent out here by the 
Hebrew Society in London. She arrived on the 
Grecian Monarch on June 20. She received £2, 
which did not last herlong. Her husband came 
out here 18 months ago and went to California, 
but she does not know in what part of that State 
tolook for him. She wastaken care of by the 
United Hebrew Charities until Thursday last, when 
she was informed that she would receive no fur- 
ther assistance from that association. She will 

robably be sent back to London by one of the 

onarch Line steam-ships. 

Among the immigrants on the State of Nebras- 
ka, of the State Line, which arrived yesterday 
from Glasgow, was an assisted family from County 
Kerry. The head of this family is Catherine Me- 
Dermott, a widow, and there are three children. 
She claims to have friends in Newark. She will 
be detained at Castle Garden until they call for 
her. August Englehart, a German, who arrived 
here about 18 months ago, has sinve been suffering 
from an acute attack of homesickness. Commis- 
sioner Hauselt took an interest in the unfortunate 
young man, and bas procured for hima free pas- 
sage home.

RAYMOND SIMMONS HELD TO AWAIT THE 
GRAND JURY’S ACTION. * 

A negro, supposed to be the one who as- 
failed Miss Rebecca Miller on North Broadway, 
Yonkers, on Monday evening. was captured yes- 
terday by Roundsman Henry J. Quinn and Patrol- 
mars John Redding, of that cily. The man, who 
gives his name as Raymond Simmons, 18 years of 
age, was taken while dancing in Fleck’s drinking 
saloon. at the corner of Dock-street and Warbur- 
ton-avenue, almost opposite Police Head-quar- 
ters. He lives on South Broadway, at Mosho- { 
lu, on the northern boundary of New- 


York, and about three miles south of the 
point where the assault was committed. 
He was takes before his victim, who at on¢e fully 
identified him. His examination took place yes- 
terday afternoon before Judge Ellis. ArthurJ. 
Burns appeared for the people. and William Riley 
for the defense. The first witness called was Miss 
Miller, who repeated the story of the assault. She 
was positive this was the man. She had gota 
sight of his eountenance by the gas light on the 
sireet. She could not recognize his voice, as he 
did not speak much. Roundsman Henry J. Quion 
testified to the fact that on Monday evening, while 
talking with George W. Cobb. one of the Police 
Commissioners, on North Broadway, Mise Miller 
passed them. In about two minutes afterward he 
heard two soreams. He hurried up the street and 
found Miss Miller, but her assailant had fled. 

Florence M. Scudder, a celored woman, testi- 
fied for the defense by saying that she saw the 
——— at 9:30 o'clock that evening, and was with 

im until 12 o'clock. Miss Eliza Wilkes, also col- 
ored, corroborated ber, and said she was in his 
company at the above hours also in Fieck’s 
saloon. Officer$Quinn testified that the prisoner, 
while in custody, said to him that he e¢- 
pected to be arrested. and had been advised 
to flee, but he did not because he thought it would 
then look as if he was guilty and he would be ar- 
rested ultimatelv, Josie Toodles and Anna Marks, 
both colored, had seen the prisonerin Fleck's sa- 
loon between the hours of 9:30 and 12:30 on Mon- 
day night.

TROUBLES OP A SPECIAL ENVOY. 

On Saturday last Judge Nehrbas, holding 
Chambers of the City Court, vacated an order of 
arrest procured by Samuel Keifer, proprietor of 
the Grand Central Hotel, against Ernest Nadal, 
an alleged special envoy from the Gov- 
ernment of Hayti to that of the United 


States. The order was procured on allega- 
tions that Nadal had defrauded the bhotel- 
keeper out of a board bill of $109, and was about 
to leave the country. He was taken into custody 
while on board the steam-ship Athos The order 
was vacated on affidavits setting forth that Nadal 
is a man of good family in Hayti, who had got into 
trouble here through the failure of remittances to 
reach him, that he bad departed from the hotel be- 
cause he did not wish to get more deeply into 
debt there, that he bad jeft a trunk filled with 
clothing as security for his debts, and that 
he did not intesd to defraud the hotel-keepers by 
ieaving the country. Mr. Keifer’s lawyer was not 
present in court when these averments were made 
and when the order of arrest was vacated. Yes- 
ferday Judge Nehrbas set aside his order of Sat- 
urday last, and thus reinstituted the order of ar- 
rest. He did this on an affidavit showing that no- 
tice of the motion to vacate the order of arrest 
Was not properly given to Mr. Keifer or his attor- 
ney, and on affidavits setting forth that Nadal left 
the hotel secretly, that he afterward requested an 
acquaintance not to let the hotel people know 
where he was, and that the contents of the trunk 
left by him at the botel were not worth above $10. 
Unless the special envoy of the Haytian Govern- 
ment ieaves town suddenly he will onee more visit 
Ludlow-Street Jail.

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EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 


OBSTRUCTING 1HE SIDEWALKS. 
A BRIDGE WHICH HAS CAUSED HARD FEEL- 
INGS BETWEEN TWO NEIGHBORING FIRMS. 


For 40 years the firms of Peter Lynch & 
Co. and Callanan & Kemp, its successor, have 
occupied the premises at No. 41 Ve-ey-street as 
a@ grocery store. For over half that period the 
Atlantic and Pacific Tea Company has used the 
building Nos. 35 and 37 Vesey-street asa distribut- 
ing store for its branch houses. Last Summer Mr. 
Lawrence J. Callanan, of the grocery firm, erected 
a new building over the old one, at an expense of 
$65,000. The new building was completed about 
Nov. 1, and sbortly after the tea company, which 


had been shipping goods from a doorway in 
Church-street, transferred that part of its business 
to a door ip Vesey-street, about 35 teet north of 
Calianan & Kemp's aoor. To reach its trucks the 
tea company used a wooden bridge stretching 
from the step in front of the store to the outer 
edge of the sidewalk, where the trucks stood. This 
bridge was about 8 inches high at the step and 2 
feet high at the curb-stone. It obstracted 
the sidewalk, compelling people to walk 
along the step, which was level with 
the sidewalk et the upper and = over 
a foot above at the lowerend, Added to thetrou- 
ble of walking upon the step wus the danger of 
being struck by the trucks which were being run 
in and out of the door and across the bridge when- 
ev:r the latter was in use. Messrs. Callsanan & 
Kemp thought this obstruction so near their door 
interfered with and injured their business, and 
asked Mr. George H. Hartford, the nfanager of 
the voneern, to find some other way to lvad the 
trucks. Mr. Callanan says that Mr. Hartford prom- 
ised to do so, but did not. Then Mr. Callanan ap- 
plied to the police of the precinct, and was told 
that the bridge should Le removed, but it was 
not. Then he made a complaint against the 
foreman of the tea store, and he was arrested for 
obstructing the sidewalk. The foreman was 
brought before Justice White, in the Tombs Po- 
lice Court, and discharged, the Justice intimating 
that he thought there was something back o° the 
complaint. Mr. Calianan then went tothe Super- 
intendent of Police,then to the Department of 
Public Works, and finaliv to the Mayor's office, but 
atnone of these places could he find the relief 
sought. “I came to the conclusion.” he said yes- 
terday, “ that no man could get justice from any 
of the departments of this City uniess he was baek- 
ed by some political heeler, and so I gave that up.” 
Mr. Catianan said that he employed Mr. Edwin 
M. Wight, a lawyer, and last Monday that gentie- 
man went befure Judge Freedman, of the Superior 
Court, and secured an injunction restraining the 
tea company from using the bridge. ‘The order 
Was granted upun the affidaviis of two of the em- 
ployes of Calianan & Kemp, who had been de- 
tailed to watch the shipping from the tea store for 
acertain period and ascertain the time during 
which the sidewalk was obstructed by the bridge. 
As a result of their observations they found 
that on Feb. 5 the bridge was in use 
at nine different times between 9:45 o'clock 
A. M. and 4:35 o’clock P. M., the periode for 
which it was down varying from 10 to 39 minutes, 
the aggregate time being 3 hours and 2 minutes. 
On the 6th it was down 4.bours and 42 minutes, 1 
hour and 40 minutes at one time. The next dxy it 
wus down 8 hours and 44 minutes, the longest time 
being 1 hour and 50 minutes, During hve consecu- 
tive days it was down 15 hours and 13 minutes. 
These figures were all submitted by Mr. Cullanan 
in his appeal to the various departments, but had 
no effect. The injunction granted by Judge Freed- 
man isa permanent one. it wasserved upon the 
tea company on ‘iuesday, and since that time the 
bridge bas nut been in use. Sacks of coffee and 
chests of tea were carriea across the sidewalk 
yesterday by hand or on small trucks. Barrels of 
sugar were rolled across the walk and up skids to 
the trucks. Manager Hartford said that it wouid 
be impossible for the company to tran<act its busi- 
pess without using the bridg , and that steps were 
being taken to have the injunction vacated. He 
dia not consider the bridge an obstruction to the 
traffic of the street and did not believe that it in- 
jured the grocery business below.

A ROD IN PICKLE FOR HOVAN. 
AN INDICTMENT TO FOLLOW THREE YEARS’ 
IMPRISONMENT. 
inspector Byrnes some time ago ascertained 
that Robert Hovan, alias Paul Harrington, alias 
Preston, alias Munroe, the burglar who on the 
night of Feb. 17 shot and dangerously wound- 
ea Detectives Patrick Corr and Edward Looney, 
who were eudeavoring to arrest him, was an in- 
mate of the Western Penitentiary in Pennsylvania 
under a three years’ sentence for burglary. This 
knowledge was withheld from the public until ar- 
rangements for his detention and delivery to the 


authorities of this State after the expiration of his 
sentence had been perfected. As soon as the fact 
that ovan wasin the penitentiary was established 
beyond a doubt, luspector Byrnes requested De- 
tectives Corrand Looney toappear before the Grand 
Jury in this County. They did so, and on 
their evidence two indictments were found 
aguinst the fugitive and bench wariranis 
were issued for bis arrest. No further ac- 
tlon was taken at that time, as the Leeis- 
lature was tben in session, and Gov. Cleveland was 
consequently mucb occupied, but eariy in June, 
wben the Governor was more at leisure, Inspector 
Byrnes appeared before him and asked him to 
make a request on Gov. Pattison, of Pennsylvania, 
tor tae pardon of Hovan so that he might be ae- 
livered to the authorities of this County and tried 
here for the more serious offense. He could on 
conviction here be sentenced to 10 years’ imprison- 
ment on each indictment. Atthe r quest of Gov. 
Cleveland a history of the case was submitted to 
hig@.which be in turn transmitted to Gov. Pattison, 
with the request for Hovan’s pardon and delivery 
to the authorities of this County. The matter was 
in due cour e reterred to Lewis C. Cassidy, the 
Atturney-General of Pennsylvania, for bis opinion.

Wright, the 
Warden of the Western Penitentiary, as a detainer 
against Hovan. The prisoner was at once ordered 
into close confinement, and extra precautions will 
now be taken to prevent any possivility of his es- 
cape. His term of imprisonment will expire on 
Nov. 28, 188.

THE OLD TEACHERS RETAINED. 
THE BOARD OF EDUCATION ON TWO PLAIN- 
SPEAKING INSTRUCTORS, 


At the last meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion a majority and a minority report were re- 
ceived from the Committee on Evening Schools, 
nominating the Principal and instructors of the 
evening High Schoo) for next Winter. The report 
signed by the majority of the committee, consist- 
ing of Messrs. R. G. Beardslee, William M. Ivins, 
and Eugene H. Pomeroy, included the name of 
Abrabam K. Van Vieck, a teaeher in Grammar 


School No. 35, as an inpstractor in arithmetic, and 
Elmer Poulson, instructor in phonography. The 
minority report, signed by Commissioner W. J. 
Welch, took exceptions to the action of the com- 
mittee in displacing John J. Doane, instructor in 
arithmetic, and George White, instructor in pho- 
nography, both of whom had long been connected 
witb the public schvols of this City. Mr. Doane is 
prineipal of Grammar School No. 19,and President 
ofthe Teachers’ Association, while Mr. White is 
Principal of Grammar School No. 70, in the Nine- 
teenth Ward. The reports came up for discussion 
yesterday. Mr. Beardsiee, the Chairman of the 
committee who inade the majority report, argued 
that no precedeut bad been violated oy the ap- 
ointment of new teachers. Besides, he said, 
essrs. Doane and White had been “disloyal to 
their employeis,” referring tothe action of those 
geutiemen in taking a prominent part in the meet- 
ing of the Teachers’ Association. Mr. Ivins said 
he ** voted for men in the piaces of tho-e who were 
not entitled tv the confidence of the board.” 
There was no reason why these men should be re- 
appointed. There were others equa.ly competent 
to fill the positions, and be voted forthem. Com- 
missioner Coudert expressed his disapprohation of 
the action of the boardin falling toreappoint these 
men “‘ because they had the courage to express 
their opposition to the action of the board.’ The 
Commissioners failed to uphold the “dignity of 
the board,” and adop'ed the minority report.

THER NEW DUCR-MASTERS. 
THE OFFICE OF WHARFINGER ABOLISHED BY 
THE DOCK DEPARTMENT. 

At the meeting of the Dock Commissioners 
yesterday morning a resolution offered by Mr. 
Voorhis was passed which materially alters the 
supervision of the berthing of vessels. Heretofore 
the water-front of the City has been divided into 
four districts, and Corporation Wharfingers have 
superintended the berthing. The new order abol- 
ishes the Corporation Wharfingers and divides the 
water-front into nine districts, as follows: No. 1, 
from Castle Garden to Pier No. 31 East River; No. 
2, from Castle Garden to Pier (old) No, 42 North 
River; No. 3, from Pier No. 31 East River to Pier 
No. 55: No. 4, from Pier (old) No. 42 North River 


to the pier at the foot of West Twenty-third-street: 
No. 5, from Pier No. 55 East River to the foot of 
East Thirty-fourth-street: No. 6, from the foot of 
West Twenty-third-street to the foot of West Fifty- 
ninth-street; No. 7, from the foot of East Thirty- 
fourth-street tothe foot of East Ninety-second- 
street; No. 8 from the foot of West Fifty-ninth- 
street to Yonkers, and also Spuyten Duyvil Creek 
to King's Bridge; No. 9, from the toot of East 
Ninety-second-street to and including the Bronx 
River, also the Harlem River from the East River 
to King’s Bridge. For each district there 1s to bea 
supervis ng officer, known as a Dock-master, who 
will receive a salary of $1,500 per year and will 
supervise the department's property. attend to the 
berthing of vessels, und pertorm other duties here- 
tofore done by Wharfingers and Harbor-masters. 
The following Doek-masters were appointed yes- 
terday: District No. 1, Charles H. Thompson; No. 
2. George W. Wannemacher; No. 3, Edward Abell; 
No. 4, John W. Smith: No. 5, Bernard Kenney; 
No. 6, Edward Gilon: No. 8, Theodore 8, Croft; 
No. 9, John Callen. The Dock-master of Di trict 
No. 7 wiil be appointed at the next meeting of the 
board. This resolution will go into effect on 
Sep'.6. The new men, President Stark stated, 
were chosen with a special view to their 
fitness for the position. Two of them had 
been recommended by Gov. Cleveland as Harbor- 
masters. Others were old sea officers, Edward 
Abeel baving commanded the last of the Marshall 
Line of steam-ships. The, Dock Commissioners 
say tnat the new arrangement will be found to 
operate much better than the old one, as it places 
the workin the hands of fewermen. Commis- 
sioner Laimbeer was opposer to a salary of $1,500. 
The Wharfingers receive $1,200, and Mr. Laimbeer 
was in favor of making the new salary $1,000. Com- 
missioners Stark and Vocrhis, however, thought 
that it would be impossible to secure and retain 
men of sufficient ability for any less salary than 
that fixed upon.

NOT WILLING 10 LIVE LONGER. 
MRS, STENZ TRIES TO DROWN HERSELF AND 
HER CHILDREN. 


Sergt. Rooney, who had charge of the desk 
in the East Fifty-first-street police station on the 
night of July 4, was asked for a night's lodging by 
a neatly attired German woman who carried an 
infant about 8 months old in her arms, while an- 
other ehild, a girl not more than 3 years of 
age, was leading a third little girl about 
2 years old. The woman said her name 
was Lena Stenz, and that she lived at 


No. 168 Ellery-street, Brooklyn, Eastern District. 
She had left home, she said, because her husband, 
Edward Stentz, who was a piano maker in the em- 
ploy of Steinway & Sons, cruelly abused her and 
would not support her or her children. She was 
given food and a night’s lodging. In the morning 
she applied at the Yorkville Police Court for a 
warrant for the arrest of her husband, but was 
told the court had no jurisdiction. She then went 
away, and nothing more was heard of her till 
about midnight last Tuesday, when Sergeant 
Rooney, who was again at the desk, was sur- 
prised to see the party once more enter 
the station-house. They were in charge 
of Officer Gerrity. The officer said that 
Henry Meyers, a watchman, saw the woman and 
ber children in East Forty-eighth-street. The 
woman was acting strangely, and walked toward 
the pier at the foot of the street. When she 
reached the water's edge she stood looking down 
on the river. Then, seating berself on tie string- 
piece of the plier, she drew from a emall sachela 
piece of rope, one end of which she tied around her 
waist. She was proceeding to tie the other 
end around the eidest child when the 
officer arrested her. At the station-house she 
repeated her former story of her husband's cruel- 
ty, aud the Sergeant telegraphed ‘or Officer Chiar- 
di, of tne Society forthe Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children. He found the husband of the woman, 
and bad him in the Yorkville Police Court yester- 
day, where Mrs. Stenz was arraigned for examina- 
tion. Stenz denied the story that he either neg- 
lected or abused his family, but admitted that he 
bad slapped his wife's face on the Fourth. He 
said he thought nothing of the absence of his wife 
Tuesday night, as he supposed she had simply 
gone ona visit tosome friends. The next morn- 
ing he found a letter lying on the table. 

Mrs. Stenz said she was tired of living, owing to 
her husband's conduct, and said that she had in- 
tended to drown herself und the children. Stenz 
stated that bis wife, who is about to again become 
a mother, had been in poor health for some time, 
and tbat he thought her mind was affected. Jus- 
tice Herrman sent Mrs. Stenz with the two younger 
children to Bellevue Hospital, from which place 
they Will probably be turned over tothe Brooklyn 
authorities.

THE RAPID TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 
PROPOSED LEASE OF ITS WIRES BY THE 
WESTERN UNION COMPANY. 


Considerable attention has been paid in 
Wazul-street to rumors concerning the leasing of 
the American Rapid Telegraph Company by the 
Western Union. It is stated that the Western 
Union Company is willing to assume control of the 
lines of the other company, providing it can make 
an advantageous contract. Some of the Rapid 
Directors have informally expressed themselves in 
favor of executing a long lease of their lines to the 


Western Union in c nsideration of 8% per cent. 
annual interest on their capital stock of $3.000.000, 
and providing also that the Western Union will as- 
sume the obligations of the leased company. Some 
difference of opinion on this subject prevails among 
the officers of the Rapid Company. The officers of 
the Western Union Company deny that any ofti- 
cial proposition has been made relative to leasing 
the Rapid Company's property, but there is reason 
to believe that some of the leading Directors of 
the Western Union are in favor of acquiring 
centrol of the limes of the smaller company. 
They are unwilling to assume the obligations of 
the latter, but think that the Western Union can 
afford to guarantee at least 344 per cent. on its cap- 
ital stock. The Rapid Company now has more 
than 14,000 miles of completed wire. Vice-Presi- 
dent May, whose office is in this City, said yester- 
day that he was not prepared at present to give 
any information about the proposed lease. The 
Executive Committee of the Western Union met 
yesterday, and among the Directors who at- 
tended were Gen. Eckert, Jay Could, Cyrus W. 
Field, and Russell Sage. The subject of leasing 
the Rapid’s lines was discussed, but tke officers 
subsequently declared that nothing was done.

The 190 occupants of stalls in Washington 
Market have been notified that they must vacate 
their stands on or before the 2ist inst.
